A petition has been 
drawn up, pointing out that men and 
women performers are allowed to play 
together in Shanghai and Tientsin, 
and that consequently a similar 
privilege should be granted here. 

In keeping with the edict that has 
been in effect for centuries past, the 
best playhouses in Peking, as well as 
the biggest theater in Tokio, continue 
to have men playing the feminine 


roles.

Producers Turn Down 
Union Agents’ Proposals 


Broadway Managers’ ‘Group Passes Resolution Against 
Employing Representatives Affiliated With Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor—Agents Reply 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15—The Association 
of Theatrical Agents and Managers, in 
submitting a tentative contract drawn 
up by Judge M. H. Grossman, of House, 
Grossman & Vorhccs, to the Managers’ 
Protective Association, was confident of 
its acceptance, especially in view of the 
fact that the A. T. A. M. indicated that 
it would not discriminate against agents 
and matagers of the latter association 
making application for membership into 
the A. T. A. M., therefore it was 
astounded when receiving a_ iletter 
from Sam H. Harris, president of the 
managers’ group, reading: 


“At a meeting of the executive com- 


mittee of the Organized Legitimate The- 
atrical Managers’ Association, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

“Whereas, It is the belief of the O. L. 
T. M A. that company managers and 
agents are the personal representatives 
of the producer, entrusted with his money 
and property, occupying a highly con- 
fidential position, and, 

“Whereas, It is the belief of the O. L. 
T. M. A. that persons occupying such 
executive positions should give complete 
allegiance to the employer, and be ac- 
countable to no outside affiliation, 

“Be it Resolved, That the O. L. T. M.

Non-Union Operators Beaten Up 


In San Francisco Controversy 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Rollen Gil- 
bert and Roy Vivaldo, none-union mo- 
tion picture operators, after quitting 
work late last night at the Embassy 
Theater, were waylaid by three men a 
short distance from the theater and 
severely beaten. Vivaldo succeeded in 
escaping, but Gilbert was thrown fato a 
taxicab, driven about a mile to a vacant 
lot. and so severely injured that he had 
to be taken to the Franklin Hospital for 
treatment. 

The operators went on strike several 
days ago in sympathy with the union 
musicians, whose demands for an eight- 


piece orchestra in conjunction with the 
mechanical music were refused by Wil- 
liam B. Wagnon, owner of the house, 
which features talking pictures. Wagnon 
has held thruout the controversy that he 
will lose $30,000 a year if he is obliged to 
hire the musicians, because, he says, the 
men are of no use to him in view of the 
fact that all the productions shown at 
the Embassy are synchronized. 

Musicians are using tiewspaper space 
and handbills to inform the public that 
the Embassy is the only house in the 
city that has refused to sign a contract 
with the musicians. 


Bitter Legal Battle Looms 
Between Equity and Agents 


NEW YORK. Oct. 15.—Actors’ Equity 
Association stands faced with one of 
the toughest legal battles in its history 
as a result of its recent legislation 
against casting agents and artists’ rep- 
resentatives. Altho the ruling was to 
have become effective last Tuesday, 
October 9, William Edelsten, a leading 
Broadway agent, stepped in Thursday 
and obtained an injunction against 
Equity restraining the association from 
further taking steps in the matter. The 
writ is returnable Friday and it will be 


argued in the United States District 
Court before Judge John C. Knox 
Meanwhile the Equity legal forces. 


headed by Paul N. Turner, chief counsel 
of the association, are ready to battle 


the injunction to the limit. and it is 
not unlikely that steps to vacate the 
restraining order will be made before 
Friday. 

Altho the temporary injunction was 
issued to Edelsten, there are better than 
a dozen of the leading agents and rep- 
resentatives behind the move to fight 
the Equity ruling. They are represented 
by Nathan Burkan. The salient charges 
in the injunction issued Edelsten are 
that Equity is trying to run him out of 
business, that the association is at- 
tempting to prescribe a scale of fees 
and that, inasmuch as he renders a 
unique service to his clients, such as 
sponsoring, coaching and advertising

Mutual burlesque 
house, the city council, at its meeting 
yesterday, passed a motion directing the 
police department to assign a license 
inspector to scrutinize al! shows in the 
city. 

The Women’s Co-Operative Alliance 
had sought to have the Gayety’s license 
revoked, but the council refused to take 
such action. 

The difficulties with the Gayety are 
more or less a repetition of last year’s 
controversies over the supposedly inde- 
cent performances. City officials at 
yesterday’s meeting were not in full 
agreement about the moral angle of the 
shows, but some opinions were to the 
effect that the vulgarity in this year's 
performances is worse than last season.

Is Siegel's “‘Golden Days” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The fall season 
at the National (Yiddish) Theater is 
being sent off to a fair start with the 
presentation of Golden Duys, by William 
Siegel, a so-called operetta made to or- 
der for the company’s perennial star, the 
peppy and self-confident Aaron Lebedov. 
In Gotham's Yiddish stage firmament 
are several] Outstanding figures. In the 
company of Maurice Schwartz, Molly 
Picon, Ludwig Satz and Max Gabel, this 
Lebedov is well fixed. Colden Days is 
neither a beautiful production nor an 
ugly one. Were it not for such strong 
support as is contributed by Muni Sere- 
brov, Bella Meisel and Goldie Eiseman. 
Golden Days would rank with the in- 
different products of a decadent Yiddish 
theater of a decade ago 

In this production Lebedov gets .the 
pick of lines and situations, but his 
part is not the most important. The 
play revolves around and the audience 
sees and hears much of the romance 
of Serebrov and Miss Meisel. 

The burden of comedy relief is assumed 
with ease and more than mere efficiency 
by Jacob Jacobs, Arthur Winters, Betty 
Jacobs and Yetta Zwerling. Winters is 
in blackface and desists from speaking 
Yiddish—and gets away with it. Miss 
Zwerling, as an eccentric comedienne, & 
a wow. We look forward with genuine 
pleasure to see her efforts appreciated 
at their real financial and artistic worth 
on the legit. stage. 

The settings are not so forte and Bun- 
ny Weldon's handling of the dance stag- 
ing is not to be rated as a feather in his 
cap. There are six lithe and clever girls 
included in the otherwise heavy chorus 
and the routines they offer reflect good 
native talent, but little originality. Alex- 
ander Olshanetrky, who leads the Union 
boys in the pit, did a pretty good job 
of the music, and the lyrics, far better 
than the scales whereon they hang, were 
written by Jacob Jacobs. Lebedov 1s 
responsible for the staging, on the whole 
quite good 

Among the principals In the good 
company are Benny Seidman, Abe Gross, 
Max Bodin, Sarah Filler and Philip 
Maltz, who affords the rare treat of one 
infested with Yid. dialect, burlesquing 
an effeminate Frenchman.

Here is an uproarin’, fast, funny and 
furious musical that packs more laughs 
into a crowded evening than just about 
all the other song and dance festivals 
combined. Not that there is anything 
startling or revolutionary about Hold 
Everything—far be it. Never is it any- 
thing more than a stereotyped concoc- 
tion that is saved from obscurity by 
the efforts of an expert cast set amidst 
tasty surroundings. 

Aarons and Freediey have rung the 
bell with this one and if there is a more 
laugh-provoking entertainment in the 
white-light district, it has escaped no- 
tice. The ludicrous aspect of the pro- 
duction is that it was classed as a 
bloomer during its tryout dates—cer- 
tainly some fast and furious work must 
have been done in the interim. There 
is little need for further comment, Hold 
Everything is a wow as is. 

Undoubtedly it will go down in the- 
atrical history as the medium that car- 
ried Bert Lahr to. Broadway acclaim. 
Trained in the school of burlesque, he is 
revealed in this production as just 
about the most irrepressible zeny and 
the most imbecilic clown that has land- 
ed'in these parts in many moons. Lahr 
ig @ comedian of no limited proportions, 
He is 85 per cent of Hold Everything and 
then some. 

Comedy is the high spot of the show, 
thanks to the untiring efforts of Lahr 
and Victor Moore, altho the Iatter is 
more or less overshadowed by the efforts 
of his comrade. It is interesting to 
witch the different methods of these 
two inimitable comedians, Lahr with his 
low, broad antics and Moore with his 
Testrained. sappy and futile manner. 
They present a forcefully funny con- 
trast and one that adds not a little to

There is a youthful air about 
Hold Everything, thanks to the ener- 
getic work of the chorus, that is dis- 
tinctly relieving. Jack Haskell and Sam 
Rose have done a great job in staging 
the dances. Also there is plenty of room 
for individual hoofing talent, a thing 
not common enough in contemporary 
musicals Buddy Harak and Harry Locke 
are about as nimble as they come and 


they hold down three spots to per- 
fection. Not far behind ts Nina Oli- 
vette, a comedienne of the eccentric 


variety, who tears down the house with 
a grotesque dance specialty. 

Ona Munson is cute and clever in the 
‘'y.genue role and she, carries thru the 
evening with a fr om and lack of 
affectation that is delightful. She han- 
dles her song assignments adequately 
without being particularly outstanding. 
Certainly she is far more effective while 
Gancing. Betty Compton makes the 
most of her opportunities and, altho 
given two song spots, leaves the most 
lasting impression thru her footwork. 

Te is rather disappointing that there 
is not a member of the cast suitably 
endowed vocally to do fustice to the 
tuneful score. Alice Boulden, an ener- 
getic singer with an excellent sense of 
showmanship. is the most expert at sell- 
ing numbers, but she fs given only a 
limited opportunity. Jack Whiting fits 
in better than nicely as the juvenile. 
Personality is his forte and if there is 
& more unaffected and believable musi- 
cal comedy leading man on Broadway 
he has not shown his head. Harry 
Shahnon, Eimund Titan, Frank All- 
worth, Robert O’Brien, Phil Sheridan and 
Anna Locke do nicely in the minor 
parts. . 

The orchestrations are unusually ef- 
fective and the accompaniment, under 
the direction of Oscar Radin, intelli- 
gent and considerably above the aver- 
age. Henry Dreyfuss and Kiviette have 
made neat and tasty contributions with 
their settings and costumes respectively. 

Hold Everything deserves a place in 
the season with the best of them. It 
has overcome the handicap of a weak 
and hackneyed book by the efforts of a 
capable cast and an expert production.

Altho Ups-a-Daisy is fortunate in hav- 
ing a cast that reads like a “Who’s Who” 
of musical comedy, it seldom lives up to 
the names and for the most part is a 
tedious, surprisingly unfunny and under- 
nourished show. The main difficulty is 
that the excellent cast is given nothing 
to work with, being burdened with a 
most unimpressive book and only a very 
ordinary score. Certainly, considering the 
first-class talent at hand, something bet- 
ter was to be expected. 

Ups-a-Daisy marks the producing de- 
but of Lewis A. Gensler, a Broadway com- 
poser of talent, who also wrote the 
music. It is by no means Gensler’s best 
score, however, and while it is always 
tuneful and pleasing there is nothing in 
it that resembles a smash number. That 
his past contributions have been far 
more impressive is to put it very mildly. 
Oh, How Happy We'll Be; Ups-a-Daisy 
and Will You Remember are easy to 
listen ‘to, with the first of the trio 
showing the best possibility of appeal- 
ing to popular demands. The music 
would be more effective if it was plugged 
less stubbornly and the orchestra was 
not quite so generous in giving encores. 

There is little merit in the book and 
it never gets above being a stereotyped 
concoction. Plenty of room is allowed 
for a series of amusing situations, but 
the authors have failed to make the 
most of them. This is especially true of 
the first act, which is long, tiresome and 
unamusing. Ups-a-Daisy gives evidence 
of getting better as it goes along, the 
difficulty being that the final curtain has 
dropped before a real punch can be put 
over. The staging and routining of the 
show is done in the best blueprint 
fashion and there is not the slightest 
indication of anything resembling nov- 
elty nor any attempt to break away from 
the staid, old pattern. 

As far as dancing is concerned, that 
is the strongest department of the show. 
It is a relief that individual talent is 
given such leeway, probably moreso than 
in any other current Broadway show. 
All the principals are excellent hoofers 
and they make the most of their oppor- 
tunities. The emMsembles are pleasing to 
view without ever being especially in- 
tricate or novel. 

William Kent heads the comedy side 
of the cast and while he struggles hard 
to get the show over it is a little too 
much for his slight shoulders. He has 
not been helped by the authors. He 
rumbles thru his usual bag of stock 
tricks and gags the part with only 
moderate success. Russ Brown shows to 
good advantage in a lighter vein and 
makes an excellent partner for Kent. 
There are all too few real hearty laughs 
in Ups-a-Daisy, however. 

That the most has not been made of 
the excellent talent is most emphatic 
in the case of Lueila Gear. They could 
give this fime comedienne three times 
as much to do and thus take a great 
step toward making the show more ef- 
fective entertainment. Miss Gear is 
among the finest comedy artists on the 
stage and it is a shame to waste her 
talents on such hocus-pocus. There is 
room for her in this production if they 
will but give her the chance. 

Marie Saxon and Roy Royston carry 
the love interest and they do so most 
efficiently, altho the former is the 
stronger of the two. Miss Saxon is as 
nimbly pleasing as ever, altho at her best 
when doing her inimitable dance. 
Royston is suitable without being ex- 
traordinary and he sings and dances only 
moderately well. There is a cock-sureness 
about his manner that does not register 
too strongly. 

Buster West, as usual, stops the show 
twice with his dancing. He is assisted 
by his father, John West, and to say 
that they tle things up is to put it 
lightly. Admitting West's inimitable 
ability as a hoofer, it is equally evident

that he is no great shakes as a comedian 
West should stick to his dancing. It is 
just about impossible to touch him in 
that line and his efforts in other lines 
tend to take the edge off his stronges 
asset. 

The Caits Brothers, Joseph and Louis, 
are seen in minor roles, it being evident 
that there only reason for being in 
show is to allow for their dance spe- 
Cialty.

Broadway Casting Agents Not 
Desire To Return to the 
Spoken Drama 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Despite the con- 
tinual undercurrent of feeling, so preva- 
lent along Broadway, that the pictures 
are taking business away from. the 
spoken drama, that legitimate players 
are deserting the theater for the lot und 
that it is only a question of time before 
the stage will be practically eliminated 
to make way for the screen, it is evident 
that many cf those most desirous of ob- 
taining engagements in plays are picture 
performers. 

Agents in the Times Square section say 
that, particularly this season, there is an 
increase in the number of picture people 
who are making strenuous efforts to re- 
turn to Broadway.

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Players Find More Work 
In Coming Plays This Season

Number of Proposed Dramatic Productions Requiring Large Casts. 
Resulting From Abandonment of Wave of False 
Economy, Helps Unengaged Performers 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—As announced exclusively in The Billboard many week 
past, producers in the legitimate dramatic theater of Broadway have been show- 
ing an increasing tendency toward getting away from the idea of false economy, as 
shown in the skimping of settings, players, costumes and other necessities, and 
are now making increased expenditures for these items. The development, as then 


reported, now shows that it was not a 
fash in the pan, but that it has 
progressed to the point where it will have 
a drastic effect on the type of plays that 
will be stressed this season. 

This development was foreseen prin- 
cipally in relation to sets. Now it is ex- 
tending to the other branches of show 
business. It is beginning to show marked 
efects in two ways, namely, in relation 
to costumes and to performers. 

Producing offices, including those that 
have been noted for such practices, are 
refraining from cutting down on author 
manuscripts by eliminating characters in 
order to save on payroll expenses. As a 
result of this, the plays that are scheduled 
to come in during the present season 
will have larger caste than previously 
This is a matter of statistical tabulation. 
Ficures show that more than 80 per cent 
of the plays that will be brought to New 
York will have larger casts than pre- 
vailed last season and the season before 
that 

In conjunction with this, it develops 
that there are more costume plays in the 
ofing than there were ct this time last 
year. This is refiected thru the cos- 
tuming establishments that border the 
Times Square district. While it is shown 
in the orders on file in the majority of 
costuming establishments, it is most 
evident in those few larger costume 
Places that specialize in executing cos- 
tumes for dramatic attractions. This is 
due, according both to costumers and 
producers, to the number of plays that 
have their root, directly or indirectly, in 
historical characters or subjects.

Mystery Plot 
For Musical 


Broadway Dramatic Success May 
Be Adapted for Exciting Book 
Production 


NEW YORE, Oct. 15--The idea of a 
“mystery story” plot for the book of a 
musical comedy is not new to this 
branch of show business, but it has been 
so lomm since this idea has been resorted 
to as the basis for a hit production, espe. 
clally in this era of musical extrava- 
ganzas founded on biographies and ro- 
mantic or semi-romantic novels, that 
the revival of the “crime” in such a form 
is practically considered new. Certainly 
it is new for the present period. 

But the melodrama will again come 
into its own in musical comedy, and 
this will occur within the next few 
months. If it proves successful it will 
be followed by other shows based on 
similar themes. If it does not click in 
New York its producers will not abandon 
hope in this type of production, but will 
give it a generous chance by way of an 
extended road tour in the belief that it 
most surely will appeal to the road 


The particular play that will be used 
in this manner is reported to be The 
Trial of Mary Dugan. This play has 
made a fortune for A. H. Woods, its pro- 
ducer, because of Its phenomenal success 
on Broadway and in the many road and 
foreign companies that are showing 
practically thruout the entire world 
While not officially announced as yet. 
it is understood that the Woods office 
has completed negotiations with a 
prominent musical comedy producing or- 
ganization whose name will be divuleed 
at a later date, the result of which wil! 
bring Dugan back to Broadway again in 
a different dress. Work of adaptation 
will doubtless begin this month. The 
title name of the musical, naturally, 
will be changed.

Joe Cook To Produce Miniature 
Circus Play for 101 Ranch 
Show 


WEW YORK, Oct. 15-—For the first 
time in many seasons the legitimate the- 
ater and the outdoor field have gone 
into partnership. This results from a 
deal consummated yesterday afternoon 
between Joe Cook, star in Ratn or Shine, 
the smash-hit musical comedy that !s 
still clicking at the George M. Cohan 
Theater, and Col, George L. Miller, 
prominent in the outdoor world as a part 
owner of the 101 Ranch Show. Inci- 
dentaily, this actually consummates 
Cook's efforts for several months past to 
make some sort of a tleup with &@ canvas 
outfit. Previous to this he was unsuc- 
cessful in trying to figure a way by 
which he could play Rain or Shine in a 
tent for a sort of experimental run. 

By this arrangement Cook has been 
signed to organize and stage an intimate 
circus extravaganza for the 101 Ranch. 
This will be used in the form of an 
auxiliary production, to be carried with 
the regular outdoor routine when the 
show starts its spring tour. 

Cook's name will be featured as the 
producer of the “tab.” show. He will 
probably travel with the show for a 
limited period. The condensed version 
will run for 30 minutes and will be 
spotted as a concert feature of the main 
show.

Believe Vaude. Has Good Chances 
Of Haven Thru Ideal Talkie Policy 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Believing the 
ideal policy with talkies is to mix them 
with speaking entertainment and thus 
relieve possible monotony, the vaudeville 
world is hopeful that the field will re- 
tain its hold as a result. 

Theaters that have been experiment- 
ing with talking picture policies find 
iu most cases that a pop.-priced show 
of, say, a feature in sound; a Movietone 
Newsreel, a couple Vitaphone and 
three or four vaudeville acts, besides an 
organ nuinber and, if the theater can 
afford it, an orchestra, is the most suit- 
able policy. 

The material is sandwiched im such a 


acts 


way that the vaudeville comes between 
the feature and other sound product, for 
instance, making the show more divert- 
ing. An entire sound-picture show if 
considered by some to be ttle cold, 
and with opposition beginning to be felt 


between houses with talkie policies, the 


more progressive showmen are finding 
some stage entertainment a great help. 


Altho it is generally conceded that 
talking pictures will cut down the num- 
ber of vaudeville acts to be used in the 
average theater, it is believed that thea- 
ters, hitherto without any acts at all, 
may be encouraged to book two or three 
on every bill, the same as a lot of film 
houses fell in line with stage attractions 
when presentations came into vogue 

If vaudeville is faced with a killing by 
the big chains, which are going talkie, it is 
quite likely that the independent would

The most valuable houses carrying the 
Proctor name are Proctor’s 86th 
and the Proctor house in Schenectady 
The new Proctor’s 58th Street, opening 
in December, will be a third valuable 
property.

the guiding interest in a combination that is likely finally to embrace all big 


picture and vaudeville producing and 
theater chain organizations. 

Besides Loew, the Universal organiza- 
tion is reported as likely to swing under 
the RCA banner within a short time. 
Big banking interests in Wall Street, 
with millions invested in the film and 
theater business, insist competition and 
eutthroating has reached the point where 
a United States Stee] of the industry will 
have to be formed if the heavy invest- 
ments are to be protected. 

Men in Wall Street, watching move- 
ments carefully, claim that the RCA deal 
with Loew is the second step In the plan 
to combine big organizations, and is 
authority for the statement that dis- 
cussion is already under way. Loew, like 
K-A-O, has been slipping lately. These 
two organizations, however, are not alone 
in this respect. Publix, too, has been 
finding the going not as smooth as de- 
sired, and has had to cut out presenta- 
tion units in a lot of key cities because 
business was poor Units are being 
chopped down or eliminated altogether 
in the South for this reason 

With RCA forming the nucleus for a 
gigantic combine under which the big 
companies would probably have working 
agreements, K-A-O and Loew would co- 
Operate with each other instead of con- 
tinuing to engage in fighting to the death, 
as at present. In cities where both cir- 
cults operate theaters, one would play the 
vaudeville policy, the other the picture 
talkie, presentation or whatever policy 
was agreed upon to insure returns for 
both 

Wall Street looks upon the show busi- 
hess as it does upon any other industry. 
The steel companies, the bakery con- 
cerns, the big dairy organizations and 
interests in other fields have found it 
Recessary and advisable in this age of 
keen competition to band together for 
thelr own salvation thru working agree- 
ments. Wall Street thinks it is about 
time the show business did the same, 
With several powerful organizations now 
fighting each other tooth and nail for 
business, and all, rather than a few, gen- 
erally suffering as a result 

It is believed that if RCA becomes the 
General Motors of the amusement in- 
Gustry, it will leave the big companies it 
Sands over free to operate their own 
Organizations under working agreements, 
which would make it incumbent upon 
them to respect territorial rights, policies 
etc. Big money in Wall Street figures 
that if the big amusement Interests get 
together, as was the case in the steel! in- 
Gustry, they can all survive and make 
money 

Conditions on no particular chain or 
With any particular picture company are 
© unusually bright. All are having their 
troubles, and all, in their efforts to pro- 
‘ect themselves, are competing severely 
with others 

Even such a powerful organization as 

W is reported losing money in many 
of ite houses. Birmingham, where it at- 
‘“mpted vaudeville in opposition to In- 
“rstate (K-A-O) and Publix, with stage 
shows, is an example. Loew's Melba, 
Brooklyn, which tried stage bands, 
Cropped them suddenly when business 
fell off badly. : 


Publix has many houses that are ab- 
lute lemons. So has Universal. Bvoih 
ganizations have tried to unload some of 
these houses during the past few years, 
‘hd at the present time are said to be 
Operating theaters that are constantly 
loaing money, and, Publix figures, always 
Will from the current outlook, Univer- 
‘al's Colony Theater on Broadway, one of 
thetr most valuable houses given over to 
U. films, has been a bad white elephant 
for them. They unloaded the new Uni- 
versal, Brooklyn, and the Capitol, At- 
lanta, on the Loew Circuit, and turned 
back to its originnl owners the Park 
Plaza, new high-class house in the’ Bronx, 
which would not have been done were 
they doing well, 

The Radio Corporation of America is 

to own considerable stock in the 


Universal organization, a fact that in- 
spires, in part, rumors that the Laemmle 
interests are coming in It is under- 
stood Laemmile might sell out, but that 
he refuses to tie up with anyone is geh- 
eral'y known 

The Warner Brothers and Fox, leaders 
in the talkie field thru Vitaphone and 
Movietone, are both running each other 
a fast race in acquiring theaters and 
other valuable adjuncts, with the result 
the cutthroating is getting keener and 
keener every day. 

K-A-O has been forced for the first 
time in history to either close houses or 
cut down the overhead on a number of 
them. It has lost other houses ff has 
booked for years, ostensibly because 
business conditions and theater compe- 
tition has reached the stage where it is 
dificult for anyone to survive, altho 
never before in history has there been 
available for booking more valuable and 
high-class vaudeville attractions than 
now 

This is also true of picture product to 
a certain extent. Product of 10 years 
ago does not compare in any way with 
the quality of films now released on the 
market. Even the independent film com- 
panies have risen to a position where 
their pictures are beginning to be play- 
able in the better-class theaters, while 
the number of road-show pictures has 
increased tremendously in the past few 
seasons. 


David Sarnoff, president of the Radio 
Corporation of America, sees the great 
possibilities there are in the amusement 
industry. That his association with show 
business will not end with the contro! of 
the K-A-O organization, FBO and Pathe. 
is practically beyond contradiction. He 
is a young man—in his 30s—and has 
built up RCA into one of the most pow- 
erful organizations in the world.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—With the Victor 
Talking Machine Company's entrance 
into the talking picture field other com- 
panies heretofore engaged entirely in the 
manufacture of phonograph records are 
beginning to realize the possibilities of 
the new innovation as a practical busi- 
ness venture. A deal now pending be- 
tween the Columbia Graphophone Com- 
pany, the Columbia Phonograph Com- 
paay and the Western Electric Company 
and its subsidiary, the Electrical Re- 
search Products Corporation, is expected 
to be closed any day now. The consum- 
mation of such a deal will automatical- 
ly result in the Columbia company as- 
suming a position of importance in the 
talking picture industry. 

The Victor recording studios in Cam- 
den, N. J., have already been utilized to 
a considerable extent for synchroniza- 
tion of their pictures by the big-line 
companies at the present not equipped 
with their own sound studios. The Vic- 
tor company took a definite and far- 
reaching step into the picture field just 
recently when an agreement was reached 
with the Hal Roach comedy studios to 
provide the sound and dialog in the 
two-reel comedies. 

Altho Louis Sterling, chairman of the 
Columbia Phonograph Company, and of- 
ficials of the Western Electric are pain- 
fully reticent in commenting on the 
proposed deal it is known that groups 
representing the respective companies 
have been involved in a series of con- 
ferences covering a wide range of possi- 
bilities. 

Under the terms of the negotiations 
it is understood Sterling and the West- 
ern Electric officials contemplate pro- 
duction of talking pictures both in this 
country and Europe by the Columbia 
organization. The electrically recording 
methods in use now at the Columbia 
laboratories were developed by the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories of the Western 
Electric Company and were made avail- 
able by patent arrangements with the 
latter organization.

treme care in negotiating for outside 
booking and mostly did this thru other 
agents, they now do the booking direct. 
In other cases, the representatives of 
K-A-O agents work in close association 
with outside agents specializing in pic- 
ture house work and vuudeville on other

Hess C attics - 
Exhib. Contract 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Gabriel L. Hess, 
general attorney for the Will Hays or- 
ganization, in a communication to the 


New York Film Board of Trade analyzes 
and clarifies the salient points concerr. 
ing Article 21 in the new standard ex- 
hibition contract formulated following 
the federal trade practice conferenc 
held in New York a year ago and con- 
cerning the right of the exhibitor to 
refuse to exhibit a picture he feels 
might be offensive to his patrons. 

The highlights of his answers to ques- 
tions concerning the article are: 

“The exhibitor is not given the right 
to cancel or refuse to exhibit a 
which he claims will be offensive fo the 
public in the place where his theater is 
located, because of racial or religious 
subject matter. Such claims must be 
presented to the Board of Arbitration 
in the city out of which the exhibitor 
is served, after the exhibitor has 
the distributor written notice thereof 
within a reasonable time before the play 
date of the picture. ... 

“Upon giving the distributor notice of 
such a claim the exhibitor should im- 
Mediately file a claim to the same ef- 
fect with the secretary of the Board of 
Arbitration. ...” 

According to Hess’ interpretation, 
therefore, the exhibitor is obligated, first, 
to give notice of his claim writing 
to the distributor; second, to give such 
notice within a reasonable time before 
the exhibition date of the picture, and 
third, to file notice of his claim with the 
secretary of the Board of Arbitration and 
request a hearing to enable 
to make its determination prior to the 
play date of the picture.

15.—With the RCA- 
K-A-O deal the chief cause, booking and 
other activity in the circuit fell to a 
low ebb during the past week. No one 
is making moves until it is seen what 
is going to happen and how the land 
lies, with the result bills are simply 
being handled from week to week and 
agents and producers, representing their 
own productions and the artiste, are for 
the most part checking up the week to 
the debit side of their ledgers. 

This time of the year has always been 
a very active time for the agent, pro- 
ducer and artiste, but now with deals 
slowing up progress, the takings are 
leaner than is customarily the case at the 
height of the summer. Many agents are 
downright disgusted about what they 
call “present conditions”, and some are 
threatening to quit vaudeville for the 
talkie field. 

Outside of one or two of the big pro- 
ducers, the season thus far is reported 
to be the worst they ever experienced 
With the books badly clogged and many 
houses lost to vaudeville, the situation 
is beginning to make some of the pro- 
ducer-agent fraternity do a little think- 
ing. The booking office, some claim, is 
so upset it is like fighting against al- 
most impossible odds to eke out book- 
ings of sufficient volume to make it 
worth while. 

While some big-time agents who a'reacy 
have established West Coast offices to 
place talent in talking pictures are con- 


tinuing their vaudeville connections, it is 
reported the possibilities are good that 
a few will quit vaudeville altogether and 


g0 in exclusively for talkie work. A num- 
ber of big-time producers and agents 
who have not yet tried the talkie field 
are in conference with themscives on the 
advisability of doing so now.

Count for Reaction 
in 1929

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The independ- 
ent vaudeville booking field in the East 
faces its worst season in years Talkies 
are the cause. On the heels of a bright 
outlook for the act market, shared alike 
by independent operators and bookers, 
has come the talkie menace. Altho most 
of the independent offices are sticking 
to their guns hoping against hope that 
their houses will not fall for the wiring 
vogue, it nevertheless stares them in the 
face that houses committed to vaude- 
film policies season after season are now 
either wired and thereby dispensing with 


stage attractions or are laying low on 
buying acts by season contract. The 
houses hesitant to continue with their 


partial stage polices are dickering with 
talker concerns, feeling their way for 
a break with the best and cheapest 
systems 

On the face of things, judging from 
the prodigious amount of advertising 
being financed by film producers, talkies 


are here to stay. The independent 
booker, however, who sees his livelihood 


being snatched from him by this latest 
development in the film industry, hugs 
a faint possibility that by mext season 
the talkie rage will cool down to an ex- 
tent warranting the return of stage at- 
tractions tc houses now exclusively de- 
to the booking of synchronized 
and sound shorts 

Those of the independents who will be 
able to withstand the dullness of the 
Mresent season are counting on a strong 
comeback in 192°, when the expected 
reaction against talkies will in. The 
small fry are the ones suffering most 
at present and should prospects be as 
dark in the next several months as now 
they will be forced to make thelr exit 
from the field 

It is estimated that the stranglehold 
on the independents applied by the 
talkie menace will put thousands of per-

situation will be gone into thoroly from 
every angle during the conclave. Four 
of the best informed men in the sound 
field will take active part in the dis- 
cussion of the talkies. The practical 
divisions of the sound picture problem, 
its present and future, cost of operation 
and maintenance and, possibly, picture 
supply, will be mulled over. 

So far as the labor situation between 
unions and theater owners is concerned, 
attempts will be made to arrange for 


more neutral and satisfactory regula- 
sions. 
Legislative problems include the 


Brookhart Bill, Sunday-closing measures, 
national censorship and other legislation 
hanging fire in Washington. Senator 
Brookhart has decided on certain 
changes in his bill, the M. P. T. O. A. 
announces. The exhibitors’ organization 
does not believe the bill will pass unless 


something unusual occurs. Opinion is 
somewhat divided on the issue, it is 
added.

A. M. P. A., will address the convention 
on the ever-changing elements of ex- 
ploitation, and Col. John A. Cooper, of 
Toronto, will head a discussion on the 
music tax situation.

Boys on Film Curb 
Facing Dire Famine 


Lucky To Make Peanut Money 
Now on Ancient Negac:ves 
for “Dumps” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The sma!) fry 
motion picture distributors that make 
their headquarters mainly in front of the 
Godfrey Building just off Broadway are 
becoming panic-stricken. Where here. 
tofore they have been able to eke out a 
pretty fair living by grabbing cheaply 
made prints and booking them at nom- 
inal rentals in the grind houses, they 
are now facing a famine. They are stil) 
able to get the subway prints but are 
finding the problem of renting them 
becoming more acute daily. 

“We are lucky to get out with peanut 
money these days,” one of the film jug- 
glers advised The Billboard. “By the 
time office rent and incidental expenses 
are defrayed (most of the boys are lucky 
to have desk room) there ts not much 
left. Other small distributors that try 
to kid themselves and others into beliey. 
ing they are riding on a silver cloud are 
just doing a talkie with themselves in 
the featured role. We are up against a 
stone wall and the future looks far from 
promising. I'd get out of the racket 
myself if I could get a job guaranteeing 
me a reasonable week's wages.” 

These boys that constitute a peculiar 
ilk just off the Big Street are unique in 
their way and hustlers by trade. They 
play for chicken feed tn a billion-dollar 
industry but until lately were able to 
cash in weekly with better than the 
ordinary week's wages paid the hired help 
by the larger organizations. 

The usual procedure is to buy up the 
prints of an old picture made years ago 
with players that in recent years have 
become box-office attractions. These 
they dispose of to small houses for small 
rentals, cashing in on the early efforts of 
the later-day star and the publicity 
value of the name. But the good old 
days, according to the disgruntled film 
racketeer, are apparently gone forever, 

Many of the boys have no particular 
office, but do their business along the 
Rialto. Lunch hour ts the golden hour 
when much of the business is transacted 
in front of the Godfrey temple, which 
In itself is a veritable hive swarming 
with small distributors with ancient 
negatives as well as housing some of 
the larger organizations.

K-A-O Again Under Albee Control and Direction 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The Albee con- 
trol and direction ts returning to the 
Keith-Albee-Orpheum Circuit and will 
bring with it the reinstatement of a 
part, at least, of the Albee organization 
that has left it, either by request or vol- 
untarily, it is believed in Inside vaude- 
ville circles following recent indications. 

Mdtward V. Darling, former director of 
the booking department; the Woods fam- 
ily, George Godfrey, Danny Simmons 
and others, the booking backbone of the 
circuit, are freely mentioned in current 
rumors as likely to be back on their 
jobs as a result of the change in control 
of K-A-O. 

Besides these men, the booking de- 
partment has lost under the Kennedy 
leadership Jule Delmar, Steve Trilling, 


‘Bill Hanrahan, Ralph Conlon, Lester 
Hamel, Ray Meyers and Clark Brown, 
men who know their vaudeville back- 


wards and have had years of booking 
experience 

The vaudeville field admits that while 
the Kennedy-Ford reorganization has 
brought efficiency and economy to cer- 
tain departments of the circuit, it real- 
ives the booking division has been badly 
weakened. No one, with the possible ex-

Film Reviews 


“The Wedding March” 
(PARAMOUNT-VICTOR) 
At the Rivoli 

It took two years to shoot The Wed- 
ding March and $2,000,000, it is said, to 
finish the production. This would lead 
one to expect a mighty picture, un- 
usually lavish in sets, with a cast and 
entertainment value that would relegate 
to the limbo of meaningless things most 
all other films. However, this is not 
exactly the case, albeit The Wedding 
March is a fine production and a thoroly 
enjoyable one to witness. 

The theme and exposition are not 
altogether original nor distinguished by 
unique twists, but the magnificence of 
the production, its beauty and its nice 
continuity make it a picture far more 
worthy than a lot of specials that have 
been shown at $2. Paramount elected to 
open The Wedding March at pop. prices 
instead of as a road show, the original 
plan. 

Erich von Stroheim, who took the two 
years to make the picture, is the hero, 
director and coauthor. As the hero- 

rince, who is forced into a marriage at @ 
time when he has fallen in love with a 
nobody (Fay Wray), he engenders con- 
siderable sympathy, evenetho Paramount 
is advertising him in local papers as 
“the man you will love to hate.” His is 
a polished, even performance entirely 
free from overacting, while in the di- 
rection of his big subject, von Strohelm 
has displayed considerable imagination 
and understanding. He has caught the 
romantic glamour of Vienna, where the 
story is laid, with the result the pro- 
duction has @ warmth about it that is 
appealing. 

In handling the big mob scenes von 
Stroheim has used good judgment to 
good effect. There are many of these 
big spectacular scenes in the production, 
making it one of the heaviest pictures 
to date. 

There is no inconsistency in the story 
and continuity with the exception of 
a bird singing morning carols in the 
middie of the night. The bird, in- 
cidentally shown several times, is a prop 
one badly faked. 

George Fawcett, Maude George, George 
Nichols, ZaSu Pitts, Hughie Mack and 
Mathew Betz are among those in the big 
supporting cast. All have been carefully 
cast for the roles they essay and all 
turn in satisfactory performances. 

Tie Wedding March .was “sounded” 
after it was cut down to 12 reels. The 
work was done by the Victor Talking 
Machine Company, which gets credit. J. 
S. Zamecnik wrote the score, and with 
a wealth of material to work on has 
provided compelling and impressive 
music for the picture. Various sound ef- 
fects are worked into the production 
with highly satisfactory results. R. C. 


“The Model of Montmartre’ 
(PARAMOUNT) 


At the Tivoli 

This is a French quota film which 
apparently due to its origin and lack of 
production values is given its New York 
first-run on Eighth avenue as one-half 
of a double-feature program. As French 
pictures go, however, this is one of the 
best, and compared to the average in- 
dependent product in this country, holds 


its own nicely. Nita Naldi is the only 
American artiste in the cast and, pecu- 
liarly, is the only one 
who is rank in her work. As an Ameri- 
can matron of wealth of the vamp type, 
she plays her role with more of an un- 
natural air.than any French artiste ever 
did, and when it comes to overacting 
is sO bad that she hurts rather than 
helps the all-French cast with which 
she works. In this picture, Miss Naldi 
is actually clumsy in her bearing. 

Leonce Perret is credited as the pro- 
ducer and director of The Model of 
Montmartre. He has selected for his 
leads French artistes unknown in this 
country who, however, turn in good 
performances, notable for their lack of 
overacting and febrility of emoting. 

The story deals with an artiste who 
becomes famous partly thru the untir- 
ing efforts of his model wife and tem- 
porarily falls from marital grace when 
he is’ caught in the clutches of the 
American siren. 

The continuity and editing is better 
than in most foreign pictures and par- 
ticularly those that emanate from 
France. The settings, also, are as good 
as those in most Hollywood films, and 
altho the titles could have more punch, 
they nevertheless pass muster. 

The picture will do for daily change 
houses of the better class, and as one- 
half of a double-feature bill is particu- 
larly desirable. R. GC. 


“The Battle of the Sexes’”’ 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 
At the Rialto 


D. W. Griffith has not set the world 
on fire with his latest film offering, 
The Battle of the Seres. It misses being 
an unusual production by several city 
blocks and at the best can only be 
cataloged as a fairly entertaining pro- 
gram picture. The story is reminiscent 
of Emil Jannings’ The Way of All Flesh 
in theme. The middle-aged business 
man deserts his family hearth to do the 
moth and the flame act with a hard- 
boiled little gold digger and then has 
plenty of leisure to repent his lapse 
from the straight and narrow. 

Jean Hersholt gives his usual superb 
performance and has little difficulty in 
monopolizing the picture. Phyllis Haver, 
the brittle blonde, makes an adorable 
adventuress, while Belle Bennett is very 
capable as the temporarily deserted wife. 

Don Alvarado, Sally O'Neill and Wil- 
liam Bakewell are all negligible and their 
presence in the cast lends no particular 
effectiveness. Alvarado, as Miss Hiver'’s 
lover and coconspirator, does little more 
than look sheiky and walk thru a 
stipulated number of scenes. Sally 
O'Neill photographs unfavorably in many 
of the “shots”. As for Bakewell, he 
overacts all thru the picture. He and 
Sally are seen as the children of the 
Wayward realtor (Hersholt). 

The Griffith touch is evident here and 
there as the story unfolds, but ever this 
is not sufficient to lift The Battle of the 
Sezes from the classification of ordinary, 
as pictures go. 

It will prove an acceptable prigram 
production being on a par with the 
average weekly change picture in the 
larger houses, but is hardly so con- 
stituted as to enjoy any long-run en-

fiagements. The photography, the titles 
and the technical features are all wel) 
handled. And it will serve to establish 
more firmly than ever the fact that 
Hersholt is one of the really outstanding 
actors disporting before the camera. 
As was to be expected the picture has 
a theme song, which threads its way 
thru the several reels.

chronization ts not remarkable it gets by, 
but the one false note struck is in Miss 
Haver’s song number. Because of lack of 
co-ordination between Miss Haver's jip 
movement and the singing double’s 
rendition, the effectiveness of the scene 
is lost. Titters ran thru the audience as 
the voice rang out with the girl's lips 
remaining immobile part of the time. 
It puts Phyllis in the light of a ven- 
triloquist. The sound effects as a whole 
are very bad and only serve to detract 
from the basic worth of the picture.

This latest of the Warner Bros.’

Claude Gillingwater makes the best 
impression of all in the scenes where 
dialog is used.

The theme is political. When the 
mayor becomes too pesty in his one- 
man fight against the blue bloods, Miss 
Rich decides to run against him for re- 
election. The mayor's so is engaged to 
marry his rival's daugiter. In time 
Hizzoner sees the errors of his way, 
after being accidentally shot by one of 
his henchmen, and the woman retires 
from the mayoralty fight to become the 
wife of the incumbent mayor. This 
seems to be satisfactory all around, even 
to the volatile Gillingwater. 

Audrey Ferris is pretty as the ingenue 
and William Collier, Jr., does well as the 
mayor's son. Taken as a whole, the pro- 
duction is of a lightweight nature and 
good only for the smaller houses. It is 
out of its element at a Broadway first-

(UFA) 
At 55th St. Playhouse 

Following Lost in the Arctic, Fox's 
worthy special, The Lost Expedition, 
similar in nature, but not near as en- 
grossing @ picture, loses some of the 
originality and novelty it otherwise 
might have enjoyed. The Ufa produc- 
tion owes its existence to the loss of 
Finn Malgrem, explorer, whose tragedy 
gained wide space in the public print 
in connection with the Nobile expedi- 
tion to the North Pole. 


In certain respects the Ufa picture 
is interesting. The shots of the rescue 
ship that set out with Ufa photographers 
aboard, the icebergs and floes of northern 
waters, the Eskimo colony where dogs 
were obtained, the trek across boreal 
wastes and the hardships endured, all 
are worth seeing. But the obvious 
studio-made sequences that have been 
cut into the authentic portions of the 
picture mar it generally. Wind machines, 
one has a strong suspicion, are used in 
a number of the scenes, while in one 
part, the ice and snow look very unreal. 


The Lost Expedition is typical of 
product used in so-called “art” houses, 
such as the 55th Street, where this had 
its New York first run. For sich thea- 
ters, it is probably the sort of picture 
that will get by without trouble

The Glorious Trail sort of glorifies the 
laying of the first telegraph wire across 
the continent and in the meantime pro- 
vides plenty of opportunity for Ken 
Maynard to display his horsemanship. 


Frank Hagney proves that a 20-minute 
egg was just as hard in the days of the 
pioneers as his counterpart is today in 
the period of rods, sashweights and 
dirks. To Hagney falls the pleasant task 
of stirring the superstitious redskins into 
a frenzy for paleface extermination. As 
Hagney is exterminated himself in the 
closing flickers the tradition of the 
acne film ending is aptly carried 
out. 

Gladys McConnell makes a rather 
pretty heroine, but otherwise appears to 
be in the cast merely to lend a feminine 
touch. James Bradburry, Jr., does a 
clown Western character that has no 
Particular bearing on the story. Types 
like James would have been considered 
undesirable citizens in the undeveloped 
West in the days when sentences were 
punctuated by lead. However, he was 
probably stuck into the picture for com- 
edy relief and does have an occasional 
moment. Al Rogell is the director and 
has turned out a story that will get by 
in the “grinds”.

The picture is all right for the houses 
of the coffee and cake variety, but even 
they are taking a chance in booking it.

German producers love to tinker with 
this sort of story. UFA importations of 
recent years have proved this, but for 
“art” houses this short ought to provide 
novelty on the program at least.

As would 
happen in all good little novelties with 
a novel twist, the husband tells the 
wife just as she is about to faint that 
he has just killed their pet goose for 
supper, this explaining the sanguinary 
condition of the knife. 

Poorly made, The Guest is not worth 
booking on better class bills.

T. R. M. P. A. Notes 
By PAUL ENGLISH 
President 


We have just learned of more “talk” 
that has been going the rounds relative 
to the Pau! gliish Players having 
played Alabama thi S year and paid the 
license. As stated before, this column 
is devoted to the real issues of the as- 
sociation and never has any attempt 
been made to evade these issues. We 
have always tried to answer our critics. 
but we regret that this criticism has 
not been open instead of “street-corner” 
gossip. 

The Paul English Players have for 
years made several cities in Alabama 
The itinerary of this show includes the 
States of Tennessee and Virginia and as 
the last city in Mississippi to be played 
is some distance to Tennessee, these 
cities tn Alabama have not only been 
profitable, but have served to break an 
expensive. Jump his year, to avoid 
playing Rowen would have meant a 
layoff In Jumping from Meridian, Miss., 
to Athens, Tenn., to say nothing of a 
very expensive jump. The city of 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., was midway. and by 
playing it both the layoff and the long 
jump could be avoided. In consulting 
the records of the amount of business 
done in this particular city in past sea- 


sons, it showed an average amount of 
profit which practically equaled the 
amount of excess license now being 


charged in Alabama, Now the big ques- 
tion. Should we skip Alabama and lose 
money on a long jump, also a layoff, or 
should we play it and break even and 
prove that the new license is ex- 
orbitant? We decided to play it and 
spread propaganda against the present 
law. From the opening night the talks 
from the stage were devoted to convinc- 
ing the tent-going public that it would 
be impossible “for tent dramatic shows 
to play Alabama in the future if the 
present high license was, permitted to 
stand. We invited several officials from 
the Southern Railroad from Birming- 
ham, who accepied our invitation to visit 
a tent show and learn some real facts. 
Mr. Roberts, of the Cotton Crowers’ As- 
sociation, was also asked, but sickness 
prevented his appearing. We talked and 
talked Alabama's unjust legislation and 
succeeded in convincing the senator from 
that district, who had voted for the law, 
of its unfairness, and he promised to vote 
against it at the next session of the 
Legislature. Our audience rromised to 
mail in special postals to their rep- 
resentatives in Congress. These postals 


were distributed nightly and many 


asked for more than one to send to 
friends, who in turn would urge their 
district representatives to vote against 
this law. We felt that a creat deal cou:d 
be gained by acquainting the public with 
the unfairness of their State law against 
tent shows and we spread the propa- 
ganda. We also lost money by paying the 
present license, whereas we would have 
shown a fair profit had we paid the 
Same amount as in previous years. Now 
isn’t that good ammunition to use in 
our fight? We thought it was, and still 
believe it will be. Thus again we answer 
you fairly and squarely. We could have 
played other cities and probably made a 
fair profit, even with the high license, 
but we did not, and at that is is no sma ul 
jump from Tuscaloosa to Athens. Shou 
we be criticized because we. played one 
town for a big purpose? Other shows 
have played many towns in the State by 
getting around the paying of the license, 
and we probably could have done the 
same. No, we paid and proved it is im- 
possible for a tent repertoire company to 
make a profit by paying the present 
amount required by the new law. That 
is all we can say, but we hope it is 
enough. 


By this time every member and every 
tent show manager in America should 
have received .our questionnaires and 
we hope that you will do your duty and 
send them in as quickly as possible. We 
simply have got to get down to brass 
tacks and we want the voice of the tent 
repertoire world. It is squarely up to 
you. You are quick to criticize, now be 
as quick with your views by answering 
the questions requested. And, by the 
way. the Alabama fight is still on, so you 
might as well send in your donation. We 
are going ahead on this case, as it may 
come up any minute and we want to be 
prepared, but we need your help, so come 
across. We have some good moves 
planned, which we will acquaint you 
with if you back us up, but we cannot 
go ahead unless you come in and help. 
When you send in your donation be sure 
and give your permanent address, as we 
will want to Keep you advised always as 
to our progress. 

Lest you forget. Behind the Alabama 
door the “octopus” has the tent reper- 
toire business in its deathly tentacles. 
There are many doors behind the Ala- 
bama door and already we know of one 
that is opening for the octopus, so kill 
him before he gets there.

In addition to the purchase price of 
lease, it is alleged that the Minsky- 
Woinstock effiliation will have to pay 
an annual rental of $42,500 for the next 
15 years. 

The combination Mutual-Minsky com- 
rany presentations will prevail 

Up to Monday evening authentic 
rumors had Walter Reade, Billy Minsky, 
Joe Weinstock and I. H. Herk as indi- 
viduals bidding against each other for 
the purchase of the lense 

The Minsky-Weinstock affiliation put 
ft over on the others as individuals 
and Billy Minsky will continue as di-

Hurtig & Seamon were the ploneer 
producers of burlesque ¢n Harlem's Ri- 
alto and for many years had the field 
to themselves. 

Billy Minsky. of the Minsky Brothers’ 
affiliation operating the National Winter 
Garden on the lower East Side, ambi- 
tious to be called a sc-called Broadway 
producer several years ago, obtained 
control of the New Park Music Hall on 
Columbus Oircle and for several months 
presented a superstock company of bur- 
lesquers that eventuelly made their exit 
due to lack of profitable patronage 

Billy's next move was an affiliation 
with Joe Weinstock, a financier, tn leas- 
ing an upstairs theater on West 125th 
street. west of Seventh avenue, which 
they rechristened the Apollo. With a 
recognized stock company they played 
to profitable patronage. going as far as 
to makr their top at night $2.20 

While the situation of the theater, be- 


ing in the same block as Hurtig & 
Seamon, was excellent, the seating ca- 
pacity. was unequal to the demand, 


which led up to a Minsky-Hurtig & Sea- 
mon-Herk affiliation that continued till 
Monday last. 

Hurtig & Seamon's exit from Harlem 
will be regretted by many residents and 
theatergoers, and this is especially ap- 
plicable to the colored contingent for 
the reason that Hurtie & Seamon, were

The chief topic of conversation on 
Columbia Corner during the last week 
was the radical notice issued by Jerome 
Rosenberg, directing manager of the 
Columbia Theater, to his own runway 
company, added attractions, and Mutual 
Circuit burlesquers,.the notice being 
placed under glass on the call board 
where all could see, read and cofséider, 
according to their individual intellect. 


For the benefit of burlesquers who have 
not played the Columbia this season, we 
are giving publicity to the notice ver- 
batim, under the heading of “Rosenberg 
Goes on Record”, and it behooves bur- 
lesquers in general to take warning, or 
suffer the consequences for their ill- 
advised, misguided lines and actions. 


In our last three reviews we have 
called the attention of burlesquers in 
general to the use of double entendre, 
minus any effort on the part of comics to 
camouflage their meanings, which for the 
most part constitute suggestive in- 
decency. 

Double entendre is permissible and 
acceptable to burlesque patrons in gen- 
eral, when a comic is sufficiently clever 
to camouflage its suggestive indecency, 
but when a comic thru egotistic ignor- 
ance and arrogance combines lines and 
actions to make meanings clear to all 
customere—men, women and children 
alike—it behooves the worldly wise, dis- 
cerning house managers to make them 
clean up, clean out, or take the rap when 
haled into court. 


Rosenberg, sensing the little heed given 
by burlesquers to the imperative orders 
of I. H. Werk, president and genera! 
manager of the Mutual Burlesque Asso- 
ciation, to eliminate indecency from their 
performances, has asserted his authority 
as directing Manager of the Columbia 
to serve warning on all performers alike 
that if they ignore his orders and break 
the laws, they can go to jail, and stay 
there, as far as he personally is con- 
cerned. 


If other house managers would do 
likewise immediately, there would be a 
general cleanup in burlesque by the 
elimination of objectionable lines and 
actions. 


More power to managers with the 
courage of their convictions, that dishers 
of dirt in burlesque should be held per- 
sonally responsible and amenable to the 
law for their lines and actions during 
each and every performance. 


The financiering promoters of the- 
atrical realty who fail to go on record 
in protecting themselves legally from the 
prostitutes of burlesque become the 
boobs of burlesque.

PROFESSOR ARVOLD 
ADDRESSES MEETING 


“Hundreds now take part in com- 
munity dramas where previously only a 
few trod the boards. This recent and 
widespread interest in giving plays in 
both country and city places is ha-ing 
tremendous power in shaping public 
Opinion,” said Alfred G. Arvold, founder 
f the famous Little Country Theater, at 
Fargo, N. D., addressing the 15th Annual 
Congress of the Playground ald Recrea- 
tion Association of America at Atlantic 
City recently, on Drama Materials and 
Man's Life. 

“The theater is one of the most sig- 
nificant humanizing agencies in our civili- 
zation,” he pointed out. “In it people 
see themselves. Their emotions, their 
sentiments, their actions are reflected in 
@ manner that creates interest. Nearly 
every man's life contains either a part 
of or a whole plot for a piay. The dra- 


matic values naturally vary with the type 
of individual. The crafteman who builds 
the play knows the relative importance 
of love and hete in a man’s life. He 
puts one against the other and generally 
tries to suppress envy and malice in or- 
der that love may conquer.” 

Declaring that every community is 
blessed with dramatic talent, Professor 


Arvold made a plea for more chances for 
such talent to find expression. 

An exhibition showing how to use in- 
expensive materiais effectively for setting, 
lighting and costuming amateur plays 
Was on view at Haddan Hall, under the 
direction of Mrs. Mabel Foote Hobbs, 
drama consultant, and Charles Wells, 
drama organizer of Playground and 
Recreation Association cf America. Here 
delegates from many States learned how to 
make a cyclorama, how to dye costume 


fabrics, and how to make from @ tin 
pail a fiood light quite professional in 
effect. The use of painted burlap for 


armor, misprint cretonne and sateen for 
draperies, and dyed canton flannel for 
velvet, were among things demonstrated. 
A model stage and home-made puppets 
attracted considerable attention. 

Books on production were on display, 
also an extensive coliection of plays for 
amateurs, classified according to their 
suitability for little theater groups, high- 
school groups, stunts and minstrels, 
grade-school children and playground 
groups.

Russell Markert is the unseen star of 
this one. His-expert hand may be seen 
ia every dence and ensemble and let it 
be recorded here and now that these 
are the saving grace*of Just a Minute 
While speaking of dancing due credit 
must be given Helen Howell and the 
Messrs. Harger and Theodore, an adagio 
trio that stops the show and is easily 
the most sensational dancing act in 
town. A pair of colored hoofers, Walker 
and Thompson by name, also contribute 
a bright spot, not to mention the Ebony 
Steppers, a colored unit, employing the 
services of the unrestrained Billie Yarbo 

As far as the cast is concerned, Arthur 
and Morton Hevel steal the show. Here 
is a team of comedians that will get 
there Youthful, pleasing and unaf- 
fected, they offer an easy going brand 
of hokum and an effortless style of dc- 
livery that makes them distinctive and 
genuinely funny. Their prize-fight 
scene is great and the most amusing 
epot in the show. It is evident, however, 
that they are unmercifully cramped by 
the weak book and while they work like 
trojans the very nature of the handicap 
never allows them te really get the 
punch across. 

Certainly Gypsy Byrne possesses pos- 
sibilities and should, with proper direc- 
tien, become a Broadway figure. Cute, 
infect ious and with an inherent sense 
she can sell a song de- 
lightful ly ‘and dance sufficiently well to 
hold her place, She easily heads the 
feminine side of Just a Minute. 

Altho the balance of the cast works 
hard, it is not of sufficient talent to 
definitely impress. Certainly it is un- 


cer a tremendous handicap and un- 
doubtedly a principal reason for the 


many ineffective performances ts due to 
poor direction, a lamentable defect in 


this production. Johnny Hundley, plays 
the juvenile lead, has qualities that may 


develop him into a musical comedy lead- 
ing man. Certainly he knows how to 
croon a ballad. Can he improve his han- 
dling of lines arwi his stage poise, he will 
stand better than an even chance of 
climbing the ladder. Helen Patterson, 
Virginia Smith and Brenda Bond fill 
their parts without bringing anything 
special to them. Some feminire “names” 
would. help Just a Minute immeasur- 
ably. 

The show carries two bands, Count 
Berni Vici and his Symphonic Girls and 
Peek-a-Boo Jimmie and his Band, a 
“hot” colored outfit. The Berni Vici 
band plays the pit and while it is a 
colorful and novel departure, it is not 
an asset to the show. When this aggre- 
gation steps on the stage for a specialty 
it is in its proper atmosphere and: it 
makes an effective number. In the pit, 
however, the production would do better 
with a male combinution. The girl out- 
it shows that it is not experienced as a 
production accompaniment and while 
it presents a pretty picture, it lacks the 
zest of a male orchestra. 

Both the costumes and the settings 
are distinctly under par and neither is 
worth detailed comment

There is no comedy on Broadway that 
packs more hearty laughs than tiis one 
Light, frothy and always diverting, it of- 
fers a genuinely amusing évening. Altho 
there is no mention of it in the program 
Little Accident ig based on Floyd Dell's 
famous novel, The Unmarried Father, 
and tho the elemental situations in novel 
and play are — the treatments are as 
separated as the poles 

Little Accident is billed as a comedy. 
In reality it is a farce, with its best 
moments predominantly the latter. No 
doubt the plece will be entirely farce bo- 
fore many performances have passed 
That is as it should be. Crosby Gaige 
will then have a hilarious entertainment, 
a play that will not have to bow to any 
other as the most consistent laugh- 
getter in town. Little Accident stands 
on its own feet, and it is a mistake to 
take it as a stage version of Dell's novel, 
since the latter was a serious treatment 
of the problem involved. 

As it now stands, this play is at its 
best during the second act, since in that 
session the farcical handling of the theme 
is given its widest play. If this same 
motif is instilled into the first ect and 
carried consistently thru the third, it ‘is 
hard to imagine how Little Accident can 
miss fire. Any attempt to analyge the 
play for its dramatic or theatrical values 
would be irrelevant. It deserves a place 
only because of its striking laugh-getting 
qualities, some excellent comedy playing 
and the sprightly direction it reveals. 


The story concerns Norman Overbeck, 


an engaging young business man, not 
long out of college, who is to be married 
the following day to a prominent home- 
town girl. Shortly before the time set 
for a ceremony rehearsal, he receives an 
urgent letter from a Chicago maternity 
hospital, informing him that a girl friend 
of his college days. has given birth to a 
baby. He is the father. What shall he 
do? He leaves immediately for Chicago, 
telling his fiancee that he has urgent 
business. 

The second act is in the reception 
room of the hospital. He meets the g*rl 
She is of the ultra-modern type, and al- 
ready has given the authorities permis- 
sion to hold the infant for adoption. She 
is going to Paris to pursue her art 
studies. She leaves, and the baby is 
brought to him. While he is holding it 
he overhears a telephone conversation to 
the effect that someone will arrive shortly 
to take the infant. When the nurse is 
not looking, he rushes out of the hospital 
with the child. 

The major part of the final scene, set 
in a cheap rooming house, concerns his 
awkward efforts to care for the baby. In 
the meantime, he has promised to marry 
the housekeeper's daughter in order that 
the infant may have a mother. In the 


midst of this hubbub, the home-town 
fiancee and the real mother arrive. He 
and the latter finally decide that they 


love each other, and, as the curtain 
falis, they are embracing 

Thomas Mitchell plays the unfortunate 
father, and what a job he Goes Parcing 
it for the most part, he romps thru the 
intensely funny ecenes with an air of 
futile comedy that is slidespiitting. He, 
better than the other members of the 
cast, has emphasizezd the farcical angle, 
and in so doing he saves Litile Accident 
from being ineffective, which it certainly 

would be if taken more scriously 
Katherine Alexander is excellent as the 
mother, giving the role a sufficient flavor 


them, 


of pathetic restraint to carry the power 
of deft contrast. Elvia Enders is most 
believable as “the girl he was to marry.” 

The hilarity of the second act is due 
in no small measure to two minor roles, 
played with great finish by John Butler 
and Adrian Rosley, the former as an 
anxious, worried and nervous expectant 
father, and the latter as a passive, com- 
posed and disinterested parent, who al- 
ready has gone thru five similar experi- 
ences. The latter is especially effective 
in his dumb moments, while Butler is 
cousistently outstanding. Im this samo 
act, Elizabeth Bruce is expert as a 
hardened and unsympathetic nurse, and 
Olga Hanson and Desmond Kelly lend 
truthful coler as information clerk and 
doctor, respectively. 

Malcolm Williams does well as friend)y 
advisor, and Geraldine Wall, Suzanne 
Jackson, Madelaine Barr, Fleming Ward, 
Katherine Carrington, Florence Brinton, 
Helen Byrnes, Elvia Enders, Harry Fors- 
man and Olge Hanson are well suited to 
their lesser roles. Clare Woodbury takes 
the honors in the final act as the room- 
ing-house keeper, and not far behind is 
Patricia Barclay, as her cute and per- 
sonable daughter, 

Joseph Graham and Arthur Hurley de- 
serve praise for their direction, for it is 
the zestful playing and the almost 
breathless pace of the action that make 
the play palatable. Raymond Sovey's 
settings are excellent.

L'Invitation Au Voyeoge can be best 
described as a nice play. It has delicacy 
and neatness, but lacks depth and body 
It is a hot-house edition of something 
that, with more robust treatment, might 
have been of spiritual significance. As 
it stands, it is a first-rate example of 
the type of play that makes the more 
forward members of “the Ladies" Aid 
sigh and murmur, “Ah, how true to 
life!" 

The piece is devoted chiefly to what 
amounts to the amatory hallucination 
of a neur¢tic woman. When the curtain 
rises she is quickly shown to be an: 
noyed by her environment, the uppe; 
middle-class home of successfu] factory 
owners, her father and husband. This 
part is quickly and expertly sketched by 
the suthor, and creates sympathy for the 
woman's later bit of mawkishness 

It soon develops that she believes she 
despises the som of another business 
baron, who is visiting her people while 
working in their factory. Apparently 
she feels some sort of love for him, 
altho the cause of this is hazy since he 
represents everything she dislikes. The 
feeling crystallizes, even tho she won't 
admit it to herself, as soon as she knows 
that he is leaving for the Argentine, 
which to her represents Romatice 

After his departure she becomes in- 
creasingly maudlin, doting on literary 
works she had hated because he likes 
shuddering when anyone sits in 
the chair he had used, and getting hy®s- 
terical at the mention of the Argentine. 
This conditinn goes on and on, and, even 
granting that it has been cut for Ameri- 
can adaptation, is still wo lengthy. 
Finally the man returns from the Ar- 
gentine, and she goes to him. Both 
he and the Argentine then prove only 
a mirage, because he reduces himself 
and his adopted country to a problem 
in transportation and irrigation, and 
she returns to her husband, knowing 
that her vision of a lover was not ro- 
mantic after all simply because he went 
to South America And so they live 


happily ever after, even tho this slushy 
outburst caused anxiety and heartache 
to her perfectly normal, albeit prosaic, 

husband and father. 
Bernard has drawn his characters well, 
ly the man who goes to Argen- 
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tina. This chgracter never appears on 
the stage, but nevertheless is oue of the 
most vivid persons in the play. Eva Le 
Gallienne cast herself as the neurotic, 
and gives an excellent performance. Ria 
Mooney does exceptionally well as the 
younger sister, and will prove to be a 
valuable addition to the company. Wal- 
ter Beck is satisfactory as the father, 
and Vernon Jones makes an attractive 
young son. Donald Cameron is fair, and 
Robert Ross is capable. Aline Bernstein 
did a good job on the set.

The Theater Guild opens its 11th sub- 
Stription season with an English version 
by Graham and Tristan Rawson of 
Goethe's immortal poem, Beautifully 
Froduced and, for the most part, capably 
acted, the fact remains that, even with 
the immense resources and talents of 
this organization, Faust is revealed as 
only & Semi-successful attempt to in- 
terpret this all-encompassing master- 
Piece in terms of the theater. Superb 
28 & piece of pictorial inspiration and an 
outstanding example of stage craftsman- 
ship, it is considerably below these marks 
e Grama or as a omprehensive inter- 
pretation of Goethe's original. 

he construction of the Guild ver- 
sion is not conducive to a deep appre- 
Cation Or a sound understanding of the 
UNiversn] truth underlying the drama. 
Intense concentration is necessary on the 
part of either audience or reader if even 
the surface of Goethe's well of thought 
ils to be filtered. Such a possibility is 
Gestroyed by the very structure of this 
Version 

Presented in prolog and 17 short, stac- 
cato episodes, the coherence is broken, il- 
lusion dispelled, interest shattered and 
any possibility of concentration made 
impossible. The result is that the drama 
a8 a whole becomes insignificant. Every 
time the theater is lighted between 
epleodes it is ike the action of a huge 
knife cutting the links of a strong chain 
8nd making of it nothing more than a 
Mass of parts, disconnected and insignifi«~ 
cant 

Certainly the prolog and the first six 
scenes are the most impressive. In 
these, more than those that follow, some 
Of the majesty of Goethe's poetry may 
be gleaneq and the supreme wisdom of 
that master intelligence grasped, From 
then on the production is concerned al- 
Most solely with the Jove affair of Faust 
“hd Margaret (that is the name of the 
character in this version), But it would 
®ppear that the Rawsons have overlooked 
the most importapt aspect; tn fact, the 
Very key of these scenes, in thelr re- 
lationship to the whole. While being de- 
Yoted in portraying the Faust-Margaret 
“Tair, they have neglected to give ade- 


quate emphasis to those immortal lines 
of Goethe that explain the connection of 
these two unfortunates to the complete 
idea. They have been superficial in 
touching the wisdom behind the theme. 
In other words, in order to adequately 
portray the dramatic and the theatrical, 
they have been forced to omit the essence 

But notwithstanding the defects in 
this production as a piece of drama, it 
takes its place as the most impressive 
and most expertly mounted piece the 
Guild has presented. Lee Simonson has 
contributed the most effective settings 
that are to be seen on Broadway. Al- 
‘™Most austerely simple, artistic and revo- 
lutionary, they, together with the beau- 
tifully contrived lighting effects, are the 
outstanding features of the production. 

Freiderich Holl, the German dcirector, 
who staged the play in that country, has 
done this production, and, while it offers 
an unusually interesting evening in the 
theater, it would appear that he has been 
too concerned in emphasizing the pic- 
torial qualities of the presentation rather 
than interpreting its drama. After all, 
Faust is important for: its dramatic, 
morai and intellectual attributes, and 
on these rests its place in the theater. 
Pictorial aspects are interesting and im- 
portant, but they cannot make a drama. 
That is proved in this case. 

Dudley Digges gives an exceptionally 
fine performance as Mephistopheles, 
carrying adequate belief to that role of 
devil. If anything, he tends at times 
to show a trifle too much levity. George 
Gaul plays Faust. He is far more con- 
vincing in his early scenes as the aged 
sage than in those younger moments 
after he has taken the youth-giving po- 
tion. This is especially noticeable in his 
scenes with Margaret, in which he is too 
restrained, too stilted to carry convic- 
tion with even that simple maiden. 

Helen Chandler is hardly the idea Mar- 
garet. She is too cold, unemotiona! and 
passive to give a convincing interpreta- 
tion of Goethe's maiden, altho the very 
brevity of her episodes allows her prac- 
tically no opportunity to give a well- 
rounded and intelligent portrayal. Helen 
Westley is outstanding as Martha, and 
brings a lightness and humanness to that 
character that in in impressive relief to 
the strained acting of most of the char- 
acters ; 

Douglas Montgomery could only scratch 
the surface in attempting to intelligently 
portray Valentine, he also being 
hampered by the brevity of the scenes. 
As a result the character fails to ring 
true, and in order to put the role 
across, Montgomery has been forced to 
pass up the delicate molding details 
and resort to artificiality and overplaying. 

Not the least impressive moments of 
Faust? are due, in a large measure, to the 
exceptional musical accompaniment of 
Wolfgang Zeller.

Por those who want “heart interest” 
Courage shculd prove to be a most de- 
sirable play. It has strong appeal to 
people of naive tendencies and takes 
both a frequent laugh and tear from 
the heart-rules-head type of human be- 
ing. But the more mentally agile play- 
goers will eventually get a little squirm, 
in their seats and the technically mind- 
ed will be a trifle irked by forced situa- 
tions and constant overapplication cf 
hokum., 

Courage, however, deserves credit for 
one of the ocleverest and most finely 
staged scenes offered on Broadway in a 
long while. This is the prolog. When 
the show opens, and during most of the 
first act, it seems to be a better piece 
than it really is. This is due largely 
to the impression that it is a smart 
satire on the life of a fair-uppety 
American family —— with brats 
Then it acts as tho ‘t had suddenly be-

come frightened over this appeal to the 
minority interest, and had decided that 
it would be a surer clicker if played 
straight. From then on the plot is 
treated with literal seriousness, appro- 
priately lightened, of course, by nu- 
Merous conventional laughs, As a re- 
sult, it comes pretty close to being a 
melodrama, giving a new twist to the 
orthodox plot in which the yillain de- 
mands the daughter as foreclosure {cr- 
feit on the old homestead. 


In this case the daughter is muitiplied 
into seven children of mixed genders, 
the villain is « stern aunt of the eye- 
for-eye gang, the fecble old parents are 
merged into a vivacious and spunky 
voungish mother, the hero is a 10-year- 
old hooligan and the old homestead a 
modern house near Boston. The aunt, 
continuing her deceased brother's hatred 
and persecution of her sister-in-law, who 
is careless about money, swears she wil: 
“avenge” her brother by taking all his 
children away from their mother, “one 
by one”. She starts this when funds 
are lowest, offering them in turn @ com- 
fortable home, social prestige and 
economic security. And one by one they 
desert to luxury. When it looks as tho 
only the youngest, who is the result of 
an indescretion with an uncultured 
soul, would stay loyal, manna falls from 
a near-by heaven (the willing of a for- 
tune of the crabbed neighbor whom this 
kid had softened) and the children all 
fiock back. After the house bad finally 
enjoyed the come-uppance handed the 
aunt by the mother, which they had 
been itching for during half the show, 
the curtain drops on mother and hooli- 
gan starting west for the former to 
marry the latter's father. 


It is the sort of show that stock 
patrons like. It would be a fine stock 
piay if it were not for _all *he kids. 

Two or three of them might be cut 
and if this were possible it ought to 
be a draw for almost any permanent 
company. But it will never satisfy a 
plush suit audience. 

The casting varies. Two characters, the 
mother and the hooligan, are excellent, 
the latter played by Junior Durkin, be- 
ing the finest piece of child acting in 
years. Young Durkin is an excellent 
comic and has a fine cuture to anticipate. 
Janet Beecher comes close to being per- 
fect as the mother. 

Of the others. Gene Gowing lacks 
presence, but Helen Strickland is ef- 
fective. Robert Conness and Paul Jones 
are both satisfactory and good work can 
be credited to Dulcie Cooper, Edwin 
Phillips, Gertrude Durkin, Teddy Jones 
and Charlotte Henry. The setting is 
commendable.

The Light of Asia is 95 per cent pageant 
aud 5 per cent drama. A lavishly beau- 
tiful and exotic production, it is always 
impressive from a pictorial standpoint, 
altho somewhat less than mediocre as a 
play. There is nothing of either literary 
or dramatic value in the piece, and it 
never gets beyond being a slow, tedious 
spectacle. 


Certainly Walter Hampden deserves 
commendation for the sincerity of pur- 
pose that has prompted him to invest so 
heavily in this hollow and over-draped 
vehicle. That worthy 
any other feature of the play, and is the 
Saving grace of the production. It is 
evident, however, that Hampden was 
blinded by the scenic possibilities that 
presented themselves and overlooked the 
obvious defects in the dramatic angles 
cf the play. 

The Light of Asia ie based on the life 
of the Buddha, and, while that great 
religious leader dominates the play, it is 
@ superficial and wnimpressive study of 
the man. Georgina Jones Walton, for all 
her strained effort to give a comprehen- 
sive study of the character, has failed to 
touch the meat of her subject, and, in- 
deed, she has only barely scratched the 
surface. It is a dull biography t con- 
veys only a few scattered of 
that disciple, and, except for one or two 
maxims, none of the wisdom.

dramatic employment agencies and per- 
sonal representatives went into effect 
That had been set by the council at its 
first meeting, following the special meet- 
ing of September 21, which approved the 
form of permit under which agents might 
henceforth do business with Equity 
members. On September 25 the council 
ruled: 

“Resolved, that on and after the ninth 
Gay of October, 1928, (1) any member 
securing or entering into any agreement 
thru, or who pays any commission to 
any employment agent or personal repre- 
sentative not holding a permit from 
Equity to do business as such with its 
members, or (2) any member who di- 
rectly or indirectly, cither in money or 
in any other form, pays more than the 
commission allowed by such permit, is 
guilty of an act prejudicial to the wel- 
fare of the association and of its mem- 
bers, and in the discretion of the council 
will be either fined, censured, suspended, 
expelled from membership or otherwise 
punished. 

“This rule applies only to engagements 
in legitimate and musical comedy fields, 
when the place of organization or en- 
gagement of the company in which the 
member is engaged, or the place of en- 
gagement of the member is New York 
City or its environs.”

These agents and personal representa- 
tives have secured permits from the Ac- 
tors’ Equity Association, and members 


The list of licensed agents and repre- 
sentatives will be disriayed in a con- 
spicuous place in the Equity offices, and 
the permits will also be posted in the 
agents’ own Offices, where they may be 
inspected by Equity members. 


But because there will be additions to 
the list from time to time, and there 
may be agents holding permits whose 
mames do not appear on current Lists, 
Equity members who are approached by 
such agents, or consi¢er going to anyone 
not on any list, are.instructed to get in 
touch with Edward Robins, at Equity 
headquarters, who is in close touch with 
the situation, and will be able to advise 
them authoritatively. 

On October 9 all contracts with agents 
or representatives who have signed the 
Equity terms will be modified to conform 
with them. On that date the actor be- 
gins his payment of 5 per cent fur 10 
weeks, whether he is just going to work 
or has been working for a year or more. 
These payments continue for a maximum 
of 10 weeks, and then cease. 


There are only two more points tha 
seem susceptible of confusion. This set 
of regulations, for the present, covers 
New York City and its environs only. 

With regard to agents who are not on 
that list who have Equity members un- 
der contract: Equity’s advice is to con- 
tinue to pay commissions on existing 
contracts. When existing contracts are 
ended, Equity members are not permitted 
to return to them for future positions. 

No members not at present under con- 
tract to non-conformist agencies or rep- 
resentatives may enter into such rela- 
tionship. 

The council is confident that the sup- 
port of members will make the agency 
regulations one of the most successful, as 
it was one of the most needed of Equity'’s 
reforms. 


1,400 ACTORS IN STOCK 

Last week Equity checked up on the 
number of stock companies playing in 
the United States and Canada. With an 
average of 10 members to the company, 
a conservative estimate, that means that 
there are at the moment more than 1,400 
actors playing in that field. 


called to the fact that while Equity's 
Alien Actors’ regulations specify that 
aliens who have entered’ the country un- 
der the quota prior to May 28, 1928, are 
to be classed as resident actors, the quota 
as it now stands has only been in effect 
since 1924, and prior to 1922 there was 
no quota whatever. 

The council, October 2, ruled, there- 
fore, that those who entered the United 
States under the laws of the country prior 
to 1928, and have since remained as resi- 
dents, are to be classed as if they had 
come in under the quota, or as resident 
actors. 

That ruling ought to lift a lot of 
weight from the minds of some of our 
members who have been worrying as to 
the interpretation Equity was going to 
give to “Quota Actors”.

It was with deep sorrow that I read 
of the death of George Beban. 


Beban had a varied career. Only by 
hard work did he manage to reach the 
top of the ladder, and I personally know 
this, because for many summers he lived 
with me in Atlantic City when I was in 
the theatrical game in that place. 


Altho Beban died a famous delineator 
of Italian characters, he first made his 
appearance as a biack-face comedian 
and played vaudeville in the West, com- 
ing io Chicago later and joining Sam T 
Jack’s forces for several seasons. He 
again went into vaudeville, and on com- 
ing east during the Pan-American Ex- 
position in Buffalo was engaged by 
Charles Salisbury to fili in between the 
ects. A French character in the show, 
The Trip to Buffalo, where he was ap- 
pearing, dropped out and Beban was 
asked to fill the place for the time being. 
He did so well that he continued in the 
part until the show closed, when he, 
Salisbury, Marty O'Neill and several 
others in the cast decided to take it on 
the road and leased it for that purpose 
I booked it in Atlantic City at Young's 
Pier, where I was manager at the time, 


and brought it there for a summer run. 


While in Atlantic City Gus Hill saw 
Beban and engaged him for Alphonse 
and Gaston that fall, but another man- 
ager, Danie] Arthur, also had seen him 
and made him an offer for Nancy Brown 
and a Broadway opening. This was what 
Beban was after and he joined Miss 
Cahill for that comedy. I believe there 
were four character parts originally in 
the script, but on seeing Beban'’s work 
three were cut and he was given the 
combination rewritten. 


I remember Beban’s Broadway success 
and hit quick rise to the Cohan and 
Harris forces, and then ‘prosperity. 
Beban, when he reached Broadway, be- 
came a real mixer with the crowd and 
whenever cr wherever there was a bene- 
fit he always volunteered so as to show 
his talents. Ee always had a dfa- 
matic poem which he called The Story 
of the Rose, and this he recited in his 
original Italian dialect, and would say: 
“Some day I’m going to make that make 
me.” He finally dramatized it and made 
it into a one-act play. the scene being 
the interior of a florist’s shop. To show 
his business ability—and I doubt if 
there was a better business man and 
actor combined than Beban—he went 
to Thorley, the florist, and arranged for 
him to pay for the scenery, making it 
the interior of Thoriey’s Broadway store 
He next engaged a cast, and those who 


remember the premiere in Sol Schwartz's 
Yonkers house will remember it was a 
star one. 


I was in the agency business in New 
York at the time he was arranging for 
his tryout and posted him sbout cut 
salaries for a showing. Beban instead 
put an entire vaudeville show together 
and played Yonkers on a percentage 
basis, each night taking managers and 
agents to see his act. The late Percy G 
Williams saw the act and immediately 
booked it for his Colonial Theater. Here 
Beban again sought Thorley and ar- 
ranged for each iady on opening night 
to receive an American Beauty rose as 
his gift printed on Thorley'’s card. 


The one-act play made him, but it 
never made good when rewritten as a 
three-act drama, altho it was another 
success in pictures, especially when 
Beban introduced the novel idea of 
fading out the florist-shop scene and 
enacting the scene .with a cast of 
characters. 


Beban was a great actor, and I might 
say from personal experience a _ real 
friend, and the stage and screen have 
lost one who will be hard to replace. I 
might add that, if he is still in the 
game, there is one man who can pick 
up Beban's roles, and that is Charles 
Judels, who started with him bnek in 
the Trip to Buffalo cast and followed 
his mannerisms, etc., to a dot, 


Showman-Mayot Writes His Story 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct 13.—Mayor 
George L. Baker, of Portland, has writ- 
ten a series of articles for The Morning

He became an 
independent producer in Baker, Ore,, in 
1900, going thence to Portland, where 
he was prominent as a manager 
producer from 1903 to 109165.

This musician 
was formerly director of the Tabernacle 
choir, Salt Lake Theater orchestra anc 
composer-of numbers of hymns. He is 


89 years old and still a violinist of note. 
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ORE MUSIC, and of the best 
M quality, is the need of the day. 

There is room for it in the thea- 
ter, in the concert hall, on the carnival 
midway, in the park and at the fair. 


A wider public exists for music than 
for any other single class of entertain- 
ment, and, in addition to this, music has 
become too much a part of public edu- 
cation to be neglected in any community. 


With the extensive field that lies 
open for good music, there should be no 
trouble reconciling the difficulties be- 
tween the musicians and the users of 
canned synchronizations. 

Movie theaters are essentially me- 
chanical in many vital particulars, and 
artists frequently have questioned 
whether it is a wise policy for theater 
managers to try to fit high-class orches- 
tras into these mechanical settings. 

Symphony orchestras, for a while, 
were featured by every moving picture 
house that could possibly do so, and for 
a time these orchestras evoked unusual 
appreciation from audiences, 

But there is fundamental difference 
between the popular taste for motion 
pictures and the popular taste for music 
not related to these silent flickers. 

Still, there is a proper and a useful 
place for both, 

Canned entettainment undoubtedly is 
here to stay, atid since the canned music 
is the kind that really harmonizes with 
the whole schime of picturized art in 
modern movies, it scems most logical to 
keep these two together. 

On the other hand, the artist in human 


form must come ahead of mechanical 
music, because if these artists are not 
developed, where will the canning fac- 
tories get the material for their records? 


HE BIG MISTAKE being made by 

the over-enthusiastic advocates of 

the talking screen is in believing 
that motion pictures are a theatrical de- 
vice. 

This is a sad misconception, and it 
may only lead to the destruction of what 
is one of the mediums of a true art. 

For some years the true objective of 
the films has been lost or diverted be- 
cause of this misconception. 

Motion pictures are a development of 
printing, not a branch of the dramatic 
tree. 

The fact that they are shown in audi- 
toriums does not make them theatrical 
in ground texture. 

Printed words carry their messages to 
the mind thru the eye, and illustrations 


interpret the messazes and perhaps 
clarify the images conveyed by the 
writer. 


This was the original purpose of the 
motion picture. 

Those who have followed the history 
of the film industry’s development are 
watching with dismay the turning of 
this fine silent medium into a hodge- 
podge of dramatic imitations, 

After all, a picture is a picture, and 
if the picture talks it becomes a picture 
plus a phonograph. 

That, and no more. 


HE EUROPEAN THEATER, de- 
spite its dilution in late years by 
the presentation of numerous 
American plays, still is head. and 
shoulders above the theater of our 
country. 
Some American stage enthusiasts have 
been deluding themselves with the de- 
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duction that the Continental importation 
of United States dramas is a clear sign 
of the superiority of Yankee theatrical 
fare. 

This is a fallacy. 

A consensus of foreign opinion indi- 
cates that Eugene O'Neill is about the 
only American playwright whose works 
are receiving any degree of serious ar- 
tistic consideration across the water. 


The rest of the stuff is taken on solely 
because of its box-office possibilities. 

Broadway sifts out the money-making 
hits from the avalanche of dramatic out- 
put, and the producers abroad sift out 
the likely hits for foreign audiences 
from among Broadway’s winners. 

It is a shrewd policy for the theatrical 
boys across the water, because, assuming 
that fundamental drama is universal, the 
proven American hits stand a much bet- 
ter chance of being successes abroad 
than the untried plays have of making 
the grade on Broadway. 

But, getting back to the theater as an 
artistic institution, the continental play- 
houses have not sidetracked all experi- 
mentation, laboratory work, development 
of new forms of expression, etc. for 
the furtherance of dramatic expression. 

New style stages, effective innovations 
in lighting, scenery and costumes, wider 
use of the theater in social and political 
channels, and other departures, perhaps 
possible only to a national theater that 
receives subsidy support and. does not 
have to worry about the financial failure 
of its ventures, are keeping the foreign 
stage well ahead of its Western con- 
temporary as far as intrinsic advance- 
ment is concerned. 

America never will catch up until it, 
too, has a sufficient number of supported 
playhouses. 

One Theater Guild and one or two 
civic theaters are not enough.

The Boston prize. however, goes to the pa- 
tron of the Metropolitan Theater who left a 
live turtle ensconced in a small but expensive 
swimming pool in that theater one day.

Plan Now for 1929---It May Help Some 


Planning for 1929, Mr. Park Manager? 

If not, why not—you've had time since 
your closing to look back on results. 

If there was anything wrong and you 
went on the off side of the ledger, this 
ought to be a pretty good time to start 
investigation as to the why, don’t you 
think? 

If you had a nice season and it 
brought you a nice fat bankroll, you'll 
want to do as well next year, of course, 
and it won't do to lay down now and 
declare that it'll come in 1929 just be- 
cause it did in 1928. 

If your season was only “fair”, of 
course you are not altogether satisfied. 

So, you see, now is the time to start 
working the old noodle for the next 
season, sO you can be able to say, “well, 
I had a winner this year, a big one.” 

If this was a bad one you'll want to 
shout to the world next year that you 
have put it over. 


If it was only fair this year then 
you'll want to tell ‘em how you im- 
proved it.

Right on thru the winter he kept his 
men going at full tilt, and fortunately 
for him in some degree, weather condi- 
tions were such that he was able to have 
something done every day. 

He opened on time. 

Did he get the crowds, you ask. He did, 
and altho for the first five or six Sun- 
days rain threatened, or came down hard. 
it took just such hard rains to drive his 
patrons out of the park, and even then 
Many came back when the rain ceased. 

His park wes one of the most success- 
ful in the State of Ohio. He made some 
money too, and now that he is set he 
expects to make a lot of it in 1929. Al- 
ready he knows about what changes and 
additions he will make. 

This park is no small-town affair and 
its manager is no small-town manager. 

But he is a manager who plans ahead 
and by so doing gets results. 

Several columns could be written 


about him and his enterprise, but these 
few facts set forth the thought that t* 
certainly must be wise to plan whil« 
the planning is good.

Carnivals Must Drop Grift Concessionaires 


By WARREN DAVIS 


Observations from an 
showman's standpoint, who has been 
with various organizations, fairs and 
street carnivals covering 10 different 
States during the season just closing and 
having spent 15 years in the outdoor 
show business, operating shows, and 
never during that time operated a con- 
cession of any description and having 
witnessed the different changes tran- 
spired in almost every conceivable angle, 
point to a tremendous change affecting 
all outdoor amusements. 

The movement, being extremely notice- 
able, will govern the future, and time 


independent 


alone will prove its effect upon the 
amusement seeking public. The outdoor 
show business must be built up, not 


torn down, and who is going to do this? 

One will find the executive staff of 
most any carnival well educated, well 
dressed, congenial and all highly 
polished gentlemen, capable of being 
host, entertaining the highest class of 
society, committees, Chamber of Com- 
merce officials, etc., but how many of 
this caliber of men do we find on the 
midway working and entertaining people 
insidc or outside of the various shows 
catering to the public? 

Where are the old-time showmen, the 
highly educated, well-dressed, fine-ap- 
pearing gentlemen, fluent orators, who 
were showmen at heart and who took 
pride in themselves and their respective 


attractions? How many of that type of 
men can one find on the average carni- 
val midway of today? 

The owner or manager of the big 
carnival will tell you that he cannot 
afford to book any show for less than 
50 per cent of the gross receipts, and 
you own all paraphernalia of your at- 
traction. and furnish human acts that 
can really entertain the people, and these 
acts cannot be paid off with conversa- 
tions. Then the owners wonder why they 
cannot have capable performers in their 
shows and why people do not patronize 
the 5, 10 or 20-in-nothing attractions 

The showman of the present day is the 
fall guy. He carries a lot of equipment, 
throws up a big flash, works hard in 
order to pa salaries and honors all 
passes to make it possible for the owners 
to operate the concessions. It has come 
to the point where an individual show 
owner must either get out of the carni- 
val business, as most oldtimers have 
already done, or else be the goat for the 
operators of joints. 

The public’ wants clean, moral and 
high-class entertainment in the way of 
shows and rides on the carnival midway 
and these legitimate attrictions need no 
fixing dough or police protection, squar- 
ing or passes, so if the curnival business 
is to exist and prosper in the future the 
owners and managers must drop the 
crooked concessionaire.

The concessionaires themselves, by the 
dozens, are beginning to talk against

a are fed up on taking all the 
chances, facing all the rumbles, and get- 
ting little or no jack, while the office 
collecte privilere money from them, but 
assumes none of the risks. 


Showmen as a class, according to the 
personal statement of more than a dozen 
representative managers, don’t want any 
erift around their shows and would giad- 
ly ditch everything that comes tn this 
category—Dut they insist that local con- 
ditions force them to carry the stuff 

No matter how Much they protest that 
a gaffed gambling whee! is illegal and 
that a men-only show is morally unde- 
sirable, when Constable Josh Hicks, of 
Podunk, bangs his fist on the table and 
shouts, “I'm the law in this town, and 
you'll either put on the kind of joints 
I want or you'll all go to fall,” nine out 
of ten show owners find themselves in 
such circumstances that they are obliged 
to do as the local power decrees. 

The tenth show owner, however, could 
afford to defy these “local law” officials, 
tell them to gotohell, and immediately 
proceed to publicize the facts of the in- 
cident 

The carnival manager who has the 
sumption to do this will in a short time 
find himself handsomely repaid for the 
step. 


But whether show owners take such a 
course or Just continue to accede to the 
wishes of grafting local officials, the out- 
come will be almost the same. 

Grift is played out, and no matter how 
Much the town mayors and cops may 
want it, the shows are going to find that 
the rackets never again will take in even 
enough to pay the rakeofis demanded by 
the authorities. 

In other words, the shows will be pay- 
Ing out heavy taxes for priviloges that 
are worse than worthless in themselves, 
to Say nothing of the damaging Influence 
they have on the legitimate shows and 
rides along the midway.

Plenty of carnivals would have gone 
broke this season if it hadn't been for 
the 10-cent gate. 

No less than half a dozen show owners 
have voluntarily admitted this. 

That means the gate has proved its 
Value—its wisdom—its ability to bring 
the show operator more revenue than is 
obtainable from troublesome rackets. 


Hundreds of concessionaires will wind 
Up the 1928 season heavily in debt, while 
hundreds more may just about break 
even 

Only a few—very, very few—will have 
& winter's bankroll. 

AS 4 result, it is not alone the con- 
Cession men who have wasted. a season, 
but the carnivals themselves are out 
financially because so many concession- 
aires are in debt to the office and can't 
pay up, 

That very likely is one of the chief 
Teasons why more shows are talking 
about not carrying eny joints next year.

ports, but the grifters couldn't shake the 
red out of their eyes. 

Few fairs in Pennsylvania are attended 
by a better class of people than those 
who visit the Doylestown exhibition, but 
it would not be surprising if the conduct 
of the grifters and panderers this year 
will'cause many/ decent people to stay 
away next season. 


There's no use in ignoring the fact that 
the grifter’s sun is setting. 

The wild outbursts of this season were 
just the dying gasps of a doomed demon 
putting all its remaining strength in its 
last kick. 

Grifting is at the end of the rope—not 
because the grifters themselves have de- 
cided to reform nor thru any change of 
heart on the part of crooked local officials 
—but simply because the game is played 
out—the public finally has become wise 
to such an extent that it knows how to 
steer clear of the racketeers. 


The following ad, taken recently from 
a Houston newspaper, shows what can 
happen to the language of the carnival 
lot when it runs up against the printers 
and proofreaders on a lay newspaper (the 
name of the show has been purposely 


deleted):

Jack Stone, old circus man, has been 
putting up a battle in Ei Dorado, Arxk., 
against local authorities who seek to 
deny a permit for a circus to show in 
that city on the last day of the fair. He 
also is arguing against the policy of the 
fair association in closing all cOncession 
space to everyone except the churches 
and a few local lodges. Stone contends 
that a lot of El Dorado people wouid be 
glad to pay for the concession space 
which the fair is giving to the churches 
without charge. 


A trail of rumbles was left behind this 
season by every show that carried an 
auction store, 

Some managers proudly declare that 
their auction joints never had a bit of 
trouble, but, whether or not they speak 
sincerely, the “evidence” cabinets of The 
Billboard will reveal otherwise. 

When showfolk themselves condemn 
the auction store as one of the most wicked 
forms of extortion imaginable—and The 
Billboard has evidence of ittuch con- 
demnation from members of shows carry- 
ing the joints in question—it its foolish 
to think that the racket can gut by with- 
out plenty of squawks. 

Perhaps the shows that imagine, or 
pretend, they got by without trouble this 
season will find an unwelcome surprise 
awaiting them when they visit the same 
towns next year. 

J. George Loos declares that it will be 
a sorry day for any gyp racketeer that he 
catches on his midway hereafter. 

He says he intends to do away with 
grifters even if he has to scrap his whole 
outfit. 

A little more determination of that 
kind among show owners, and the car- 
nival business will be set right in no 
time. 


Those who intend to follow show busi- 
ness as a regular means of livelihood 
know that they must build their success 
on honesty and fair dealing. 

The grifters, who come and go, never 
give a thought to the future, but merely 
go after what they can get now. 

Consequently they are a menace to or- 
ganizations that expect to be in business 
permanently. 

There is oodles of pocket money around 
the country today—and will be for some 
time to come—and the folks are not at 
all bashful about spending it, provided 
they feel they are going to get value 
for it. 

Why do people pack the grand stands 


at fair time? Because they know they 
will see a good show for their money. 

Why does the weight-guesser always 
have a crowd around him? Because about 
one out of every two patrons walks off 
with a box of candy—and don’t forget 
that the elation over having fooled the 
guesser is quite as much a source of 
satisfaction to the patron as the box of 
candy is. 

High-striker machines continue to take 
in big money—because there are no gyps 
about them, and it is a human trait for 
& man to desire to exhibit his strength 
or skill before an audience. 

The human element is the big thing 
about outdoor amusements. 

Witness the perennial success of the 
merry-go-round, the ferris wheel, the 
coasters. 


Speaking of ferris wheels, if you have 
one and it isn’t doing enough business 
to sult your pleasure, try putting a 
canopy all around it after the fashion 
of the caterpillar. 

The covering might be made a station- 
ary affair, with an opening at the top 
to let in some light and also to give the 
passengers a view of the sky when they 
get up there. 

Try it and see if it doesn’t prove a 
stimulator. 


To return to the subject of spending 
money—you have noticed how much 
business is done by the juice joints, the 
grab joints and the more pretentious 
lunch rooms on any fairgrounds. 

Everybody who is thirsty or hungry 
will patronize these stands, because they 
know without question that they will 
get something for their money. 

But will everyone who is seeking 
amusement patronize the gaff wheels, 
rolidowns, the buckets, the cheap show 
flashes, etc.. along the midway? 

They most certainly WILL NOT. 

And why not? 

Because they either know or suspect 
that will get STUNG. 

Catch the point? 


Yes, spending money is plentiful. 

Look at the thousands of crink stands 
that are cropping out in odd cubby holes 
along the main streets of every big city. 

All are taking advantage of the amply 
filled purse of the populace at large. 

A man could just as well walk down 
the street without stopping at a juice 
joint every three blocks. 

But since he has money in his pocket, 
and the joints are so inviting, he yields. 


While on the subject of juice, perhaps 
you know of the big success made by 
Gale Brooks, of Minneapolis, and Larry 
Hall, of Milwaukee, the two big drink 
men, whose agents work the fair grand 
stands, selling lemonade frorfi an attrac- 
tivé glass jug 

The attractiveness of- their system 
recommends it to every thirsty person— 
and many may not even be thirsty. 

A few years ago, at the Minnesota State 
Fair, these lemonade peddlers in the 
grand stand used 27,000 cups in one day. 

Why? Because their customers got 
satisfaction—and came back for more. 


The 1928 season was a very bad one 
for the concessionaires at the fairs in 
Northern New England and Eastern 
Canada. 

Some bad weather and unfavorable 
economic conditions were partly to 
blame—but the chief reason was that the 
widely advertised hold-up operations of 
the grifters at the early stands caused 
many people to stay away from the fairs, 
and acted as a precautionary influence 
on those who did attend. 

Local police were more vigilant than 
ever before, and some fair managements 
went so far as to post warnings urging 
the public to Keep clear of the rackets. 

It also is charged by coMmcessionaires 
that some fair officials doubled-crossed 
them by promising protection and then 
putting the police on their trail after

The sum of it all is that, between one 
thing and another, grifting is no longer 
an attractive or a@ profitable proposition. 

The lucky boys on tne W. T. Stone 
Shows have not been faring so well at 
the North Carolina and Virginia fairs 

Home-guard stands and clean joints 
got the business, but the stick joints 
received little play, while the men-only 
shows drew only a small amount of riff- 
raff and caused many protests to the 
authorities. 


At the fair in Danville, Va., played by 
the Greater Bernardi Shows, police de- 
scended on two games of chance and 
arrested the operators. In one of the 
cases Morris Friend was convicted and 
fined $100 and sentenced to serve 60 
days in jail. He noted an appea!. 

The city council of Orlando, Fla., has 
passed an ordinance requiring circuses 
carnivals and tent shows to post a cash 


bond of $2,500 for each mile or fraction 
of a mile of streets passed over by the 
show's vehicles, animals, etc. This ac- 


tion was taken because a circus 
played the town last year is said te have 
done street damage to the 
$1,200 and failed to pay the bill when 
presented. 

There may be some politics and in- 
flation in that $1,200 charge, 
but the incident has its little moral.

best group of songs she has ever been 
privileged to have—and how she does 
them. Especially effective are Babes in 
the Wood, Don’t Look at Me That Way 
and Let’s Fall in Love. What a job this 
man Porter would be able to do on a 
revue. The Land of Going To Be, 
however, is the plug number, but it ts 
of tin-pan alley caliber and does not 
deserve mention in the same breath 
with the others. Suffice to say that it 
was not written by Porter. 

Aaronson’s Commanders is an un- 
usually excellent band unit, composed 
of talented and versatile young men 
who ccn stand on their own feet as 
first-rate entertainers. They sing and 
dance and act funny—and do it all 
well. This is especially true of Phil 
Saxe and “Red” Stanley, particularly 
the latter, who is a hoofer of no mean 
ability. 

Tt is a delight to watch the per- 
formance of Miss Bordoni. Never let- 
ting down, always contributing her ut- 
most, she dominates this piece from 
curtain to curtain. Without her it 
would be a sorry spectacle. She is for- 
tunate in having the services of as per- 
sonable a leading man as is to be seen 
on Broadway. Arthur Margetson is an 
outstanding ‘feature of Paris. Young, 
engaging and a light comedian of 
ability, he is an excellent partner for 
the star. 

The comedy honors of the show go to 
Loulse Closser Hale. To be sure she 
plays the part of the mother in a broad 
and burlesquey manner, but in a less 
restrained hand it would be very inef- 
fective. Eric Kalkhurst is fine as the 
son and carries a believable contrast be- 
tween the early and late scenes without 
ever overdoing.

them, it is impossible for him to do 
business on the scale Equity has set 
down, inasmuch as it requires an ex- 
tensive organization and a heavy over- 
head. He further charges that Equity 
has instructed its members to break 
existing contracts and not to pay him 
fees due under existing contracts. 

It is expected that the last charge will 
form the basis for the bitterest legal 
fight. In discussing it, Frank Gillmore, 
executive secretary of the association, 
says: 

“Equity has never ordered one of its 
members to break any contract under 
which he might be working. It is not 
doing so in this case and it is unthink- 
able that it would issue such an order. 

“As a matter of fact, Equity has in- 
structed its members, and now tnstructs 
them again, that they must respect ex- 
isting contracts with Mr. Edelsten and 
his associates in the agency business and 
all agents who have not voluntarily 
waived their rights under any contract 
they may hold.” 

The infunction order granted Edelsten 
further prohibits Equity from printing 
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a Ust of the agents who applied for and 
received licenses to operate under the 
terms set down by the association. 
These licensed agents rad agreed to op- 
erate under the terms of 5 per cent for 
10 weeks, if agents, and 10 per cent for 
the run of the engagement if artists’ 
representatives. Under the latter classi- 
fication they guaranteed a minimum of 
20 weeks’ work per season. This list of 
agents had been posted at the Equity 
headquarters and was to be publicized 
this month thru The Equity Magazine. 
Up until the time the injunction was 
granted, members were allowed to do 
business only with those named in the 
list. To comply with the injunction, 
this list had to be taken down, the 
presses stopped and the names deleted 
from the October number of Equity. 
Under the terms of the agency legisla- 
tion passed several weeks ago at a gen- 
eral Equity meeting all agents and 
representatives were given until October 
9 to accept the rules as drafted by the 
association. In order to do this, agents 
having contracts with members would 
have to voluntarily waive their rights 
in such contracts to comply with the 
Equity demands. The agents charge that 
if they refused to do this they could 
not obtain a permit. They charge that 
such a demand forms a violation of 
the sanctity of contracts. 

At any event the question looks as 
if it will form the basis for a bitter 
legal battle and every faction of the 
theatrical world is watching it with in- 
terest. The fighting agents declare that 
they cannot exist under the regulations 
set forth by Equity and they deny the 
right of that association to dictate how 
& player may be placed under contract 
and they defy the association to breach 
any contract to which it is not a direct 
party. They charge further that the 
new rules are in restraint of trade. De- 
nouncing the ruling as an usurpation of 
power, Nathan Burkin, counsel for the 
agents, said: 

“The injunction order is based upon 
the principle that an attempt to regu- 
late contractual relations between ac- 
tors and their managers or personal 
representatives is not the normal func- 
tion of a labor union, which has no 
right to pry into the personal affairs 
between members and third parties.” 

Equity has altered one point of the 
original legislation as passed at the 
general meeting. At that time the rul- 
ing stated that the 5 per cent 10-week 
limit would apply to all engagements 
for Equity members. This included 
motion pictures and vaudeville. It now 
develops that the association has 
changed that phase to read “all en- 
gagements in the dramatic and musical 
comedy fields.” This change was made 
when the Equity council decided that 
the association has no furisdiction in 
the vaudeville field and is not suf- 
ficiently organized to enforce conditions 
in the picture field.

A. will enter into no agreement with any 
association of theatrical managers and 
agents.” 

Since the contract was submitted, the 
Managers’ Protective Association, the title 
of that body, has been changed to the 
Organized Legitimate Theatrical Man- 
agers’ Association, of which Sam H. 
Harris is president. 

When a representative of The Bill- 
board called upon Harris this afternoon, 
the latter was noncommittal. 

The A. T. A. M. reply to the managers 
reads: 

“This organization can truthfully 
state that it represents 70 per cent of 
those employed by you as theatrical ad- 
vance agents and company managers. 
Saturday morning, October 13, we re- 
ceived the enclosed letter, which is re- 
produced in full exactly as it was de- 
livered to our office. On behalf of those 
who have spent their lives in promoting 
the welfare of the theatrical producer 
and theater owner, we wish to bitterly 
protest against the implied claim that 
the theatrical agents and managers, be- 
cause of their affiliation with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, can no longer 
be trusted with the handling of your 
money or property. We further protest 
against the claim of those constituting 
the executive committee of the Organized 
Legitimate Theatrical Managers’ Associa- 
tion that we have no right to form an 
organization, especially when thru that 
organization we seek to promote the wel- 
fare and advancement of the theater. 
This letter is sent to you for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether or not you, as 
a member of the Organized Legitimate 
Theatrical Managers’ Association, sub- 
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scribe to the resolution of that body, ar 
sent to us, and which is reproduced and 
enclosed. Our membership. does not be- 


lieve that the resolution enclosed repre- 
sents the attitude of the t! pro- 
ducers toward those employees who have 
been and are still handling hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each year. Before 
taking this matter up with the affiliated 
bodies of the American Federation of 
Labor, which are also maligned by the in- 
sinuation that members of the American 
Federation of Labor cannot, as a result 
of thelr membership in that body, be 
any longer entrusted with the handling 
of money or property, it has been 
deemed advisable to permit the individ- 
ual theatrical procucers to indicate 
whether or not they subscribe to the 
resolution as adopted by the executive 
committee of the Organized Legitimate 
Theatrical Managers’ Association. Of 
course, if the resolution adopted repre- 
sents your personal feelings toward the 
American Federation of Labor we will 
not expect any reply from you. If, on 
the other hand, you do not subscribe to 
that resolution, we are indicating our 
fairness by making it possible for you to 
indicate your attitude toward the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in such man- 
ner as ‘you see fit before we outline our 
plans for future action.” 

The letter is signed by ‘Theodore 
Mitchell, chairman, and Milton T. Mid- 
dleton, secretary-treasurer.
